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City reports 
first neuro- 
syphilis 
death

I n what is the city’s first document¬ 
ed case, a 47-year-old HIV-positive 
man died last September due to 
complications of syphilis in his heart 
and brain, San Francisco health offi¬ 
cials reported this week. 

In August 2003, the man sought 
medical care at Kaiser Permanente for 
blurred vision, hearing loss, and in¬ 
creased difficulty walking. He was di¬ 
agnosed and treated for neu¬ 
rosyphilis, which required hospital¬ 
ization and 14 days of treatment with 
intravenous penicillin. 

The man, whose identity is being 
withheld, was found dead in his 
apartment one month later. An au¬ 
topsy confirmed the man had com¬ 
plications of syphilis in his heart and 
brain. Doctors also discovered while 
the man was living in another state he 
had a history of syphilis treatment 25 
years prior to his death. 

Health officials disclosed the de¬ 
tails of the man’s death to the Bay 
Area Reporter on Tuesday, June 1. 
Their findings will be included in the 
San Francisco Monthly STD Report 
for May, expected to be released today 
(Thursday, June 3). 

Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, the city’s di¬ 
rector of STD prevention, said the 
case illustrates why health officials 
have been so aggressive in warning 
gay men about the spike in syphilis 
cases, which began in 1999. A new 
television ad, part of the Healthy 
Penis campaign, which highlights the 
importance for gay men to be tested 
for syphilis, began airing on cable 
channels this week. 

Klausner said he is sure there are 
untreated cases out there and fears 
more men may die from neu¬ 
rosyphilis if they do not receive med¬ 
ical care. 

“For every 500 cases of syphilis 
there are 20 cases of the brain and the 
potential for a few deaths years later. 
We may not see the mortality or death 
impact from this syphilis epidemic for 
20 to 30 years,” said Klausner. “It 
speaks to the importance of syphilis 
prevention and why we need to con¬ 
trol syphilis.” 

While neurosyphilis can result in 
devastating neurological conse¬ 
quences, it is highly rare for it to lead 
to death, said Dr. Will Wong, medical 
director of City Clinic. 

“It’s not a death sentence,” he 
stressed, “ft’s a bacterial infection that 
can be easily treated with penicillin if 
caught early.” 

Until now, Wong said, San Fran¬ 
cisco has never had any documenta¬ 
tion to prove someone died due to 
neurosyphilis. Though he added, “I 
suspect deaths may have occurred in

Trader Joe's eyes 
Castro location

N ational grocer Trader Joe’s is eyeing a 
Castro locale to build the 200-store 
chain’s flagship outlet. Currently a 
Dulux Paint Center, the building at 
2112 15th Street, at the corner of 
Market and Sanchez streets, would be torn 
down and replaced with an 11,000 square foot 
grocery store with two levels of,parking on 
top. 

Douglas Yokomizo, Trader Joe’s vice pres¬ 
ident and legal counsel, said it would be the 
company’s first time constructing a new store 
from the ground up and that without the 


parking, the deal is off. 

The 48 parking spaces proposed for the 
site are already less than what company offi¬ 
cials originally had wanted. The parking 
would “make or break the deal. It is a very 
risky proposition for us to do a store without 
parking. We are not willing to do the store 
without parking,” said Yokomizo during a 
meeting with the press and community lead¬ 
ers Thursday, May 27 organized by Supervi¬ 
sor Bevan Dufty. 

For Dufty and leaders of neighborhood 
groups, the store’s impact on traffic and park¬ 
ing in the immediate area of the location is 
their number one concern.

A fter a year and a half of prepara¬ 
tion and several weeks of court tes¬ 
timony, the case against the defen¬ 
dants charged with murdering 
transgender teenager Gwen Arau¬ 
jo will soon be in the jury’s hands. 

Araujo, 17, was born as a boy named Ed¬ 
ward but lived as a woman. She was beaten 
amkstrangled to death 
at a house party in the 
East Bay city of 
Newark in October 
2002 after it was deter¬ 
mined that she was bi¬ 
ologically male. Her 
body was then driven 
to the Sierra foothills 
and buried. Three 
men stand charged 
with first-degree mur¬ 
der and a hate crime 
enhancement: Jason 
Cazares and Michael Magidson, both 24, 
and Jose Merel, 23. A fourth man, Jaron 
Nabors, 21, pleaded guilty to voluntary 
manslaughter in exchange for his testimony 
and an 11-year prison sentence. 

Closing arguments in the trial started 
Tuesday, June 1. 

From the beginning, the case has been 
presented by the defense as a “sexual decep¬ 
tion” in which Araujo “tricked” at least two 
of the defendants into having “homosexual 
sex” with her. Still, the defense has generally 
used female pronouns when talking about

Shanti launches new 
ad campaign amid 
financial struggle

i ; fter 30 years of caring for 

\\ i people with life-threatening 
I illnesses, Shanti now finds 
itself fighting for the survival of its 
own programs. 

Faced with a possible $1 mil¬ 
lion loss in funding, the agency is 
launching a full-court press this 
month with a new advertising 
campaign, a fundraising drive, 
and an intense lobbying effort 
asking city officials not to further 
erode its budget. 

In March the AIDS Office noti¬ 
fied the agency it would lose an 
$81,000 contract to provide trans¬ 
portation services and another 
$400,000 contract for case man¬ 
agement services due to a $4 mil¬ 
lion hit to the city’s federal AIDS 
funding. 

Last month the agency ended 
its transport program, which re¬ 
ceived an additional $120,000 
from the city, sold three of its 
vans, and ended leases on the 
other 14. Now it is fighting the 
health department’s proposal to 
cut its $402,000 contract for emo¬ 
tional support and counseling ser¬ 
vices for people living with AIDS. 

“The last couple of months 
have been particularly testing for 
Shanti,” said Executive Director 
Hywel Sims. 

Shanti’s budget has fallen from 
$4.5 million to $2.2 million and its 
staff reduced from 54 to 30 em¬ 
ployees. More could receive pink

slips if the Health Commission’s 
decision to end its emotional sup¬ 
port contract is not overturned by 
the Board of Supervisors. The 
agency serves 1,000 clients under 
the contract. 

Sims, who started work at the 
agency in early 2003, has lowered 
his own annual salary from 
$130,000 to $120,000 and last year 
he and other top managers each 
gave back one month’s pay. This 
year, however, those other top ad¬ 
ministrative posts have been elim¬ 
inated. Sims said the board would 
review salaries at the end of the 
fiscal year. 

As Sims meets with supervi¬ 
sors and the mayor’s office to 
protest the health department’s 
proposal, he remains optimistic 
the funding will be restored. The 
agency’s clients and supporters are 
preparing to plead their case June 
15 at a supervisors hearing on the 
proposed health department cuts. 

“We provide cost effective care 


to over 1,000 people with HIV 
who otherwise would have diffi¬ 
culty maintaining their daily life,” 
said Sims. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
who along with Supervisor Chris 
Daly, interceded last year to save 
the agency’s funding from being 
cut, said Tuesday, June 1 that the 
two are again working on a solu¬ 
tion. In addition to Shanti, Am¬ 
miano is trying to save $140,000 
in funding to the Positive Re¬ 
source Center and $383,179 to the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation. 

“We are already committed, 
Supervisor Daly and I, to restor¬ 
ing the AIDS funding. We were 
lucky last year and we intend to 
use some of the precedents from 
last year to make it happen this 
year,” said Ammiano. 

Ammiano has already bro¬ 
kered a deal with the mayor’s of¬ 
fice to spare several mental health 
clinics from having to be shut 
down. In particular, Mission Men¬ 
tal Health Services, which serves a 
large number of LGBT clients, will 
remain in the Mission and not be 
folded into other clinics located 
near the Castro. 

“The mayor agreed to keep 
funding for mental health services 
at current levels,” Ammiano an¬ 
nounced in a statement last week. 
“This means that patients will 
continue getting services when 
and where it’s needed. Access to 
culturally competent and com¬ 
munity-based mental health cen¬ 
ters will remain available, and nu¬ 
merous treatment programs will 
remain intact, and I am grateful to 
the mayor for protecting these ser¬ 
vices in our community for the 
most vulnerable.”

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Sheehy still in running 
for AIDS czar position

espite published reports last 
week to the contrary, Jeff 
Sheehy remains the mayor’s 
top choice to be his AIDS czar. 

Accounts in the San Francisco 
Examiner and joefire.com, a polit¬ 
ical Web site, were premature in 
reporting Sheehy would not ac¬ 
cept Mayor Gavin Newsom’s offer 
of the post, both Sheehy and City 
Hall sources said this week. 

On Tuesday, June 1 the mayor’s 
office was reviewing changes 
Sheehy requested to the volunteer 
agreement it had sent him last 
month. The mayor has asked 
Sheehy to serve as an unpaid, vol¬ 
unteer adviser to run the Mayor’s 
Office on HIV and AIDS Policy. 

An official announcement of 
Sheehy assuming the post could 
come within days, a City Hall 
source said. The mayor’s aides 
were trying to schedule a meeting 
between Newsom and Sheehy so 
the two could discuss Sheehy’s 
concerns with the position. 

When he first accepted New¬ 
som’s offer, Sheehy, the deputy di¬ 
rector of communications at the 
University of California San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Research Institute, in¬ 
sisted that he did not want to step 
down from his full-time job nor 
did he want to be the mayor’s 
spokesman on AIDS. 

Sheehy, a longtime AIDS ac¬ 
tivist and Democratic Party stal¬ 
wart, had told the mayor Friday, 
May 14 that he had reconsidered 
accepting his initial offer of the 
post. In an e-mail, Sheehy said he 
no longer believed the position 
should be part-time or unpaid. 

Instead, he said he had come to 
determine that the mayor’s policy 
adviser on HIV and AIDS needed 
to be a full-time, paid member of 
the administration inside City 
Hall. 

“I have reached the conclusion, 
based on conversations with com¬ 
munity members, that the only

way this position can work and 
serve the needs of people living 
with HIV/AIDS is if it is a full¬ 
time position with an appropriate 
level of compensation and with 
the necessary weight within City 
Hall’s bureaucratic structures,” 
wrote Sheehy in his e-mail. 

Despite his declining the post, 
the mayor’s office forwarded 
Sheehy an agreement to become 
the AIDS czar five days after he 
sent the e-mail. Peter Ragone, the 
mayor’s spokesman, said Steve 
Kawa, the mayor’s chief of staff, 
sent Sheehy the agreement with¬ 
out knowing he had sent the 
mayor the e-mail. 

According to the agreement, 
obtained by the Bay Area Reporter, 
Sheehy is to study issues regarding 
HIV/AIDS and is to report period¬ 
ically to Newsom “in a form joint¬ 
ly agreed to by them.” In addition, 
the agreement states the mayor’s 
office will provide him with office 
space in City Hall, administrative 
support, and reimbursement for 
out-of-pocket expenses. 

Even though the mayor has 
asked Sheehy to be a volunteer, the 
agreement states Sheehy will com¬ 
ply will both state and local public 
meeting and records laws. After 
receiving the agreement, Sheehy 


put himself back in the running 
for the post and sent the mayor’s 
office some suggested changes. 

Since then his decision to be¬ 
come the AIDS czar has changed 
each week. On Monday, May 24 
Sheehy told the B.A.R. that he 
would not become the AIDS czar. 
“The community is crying for a 
full-time advocacy person. If people 
are going to attack you, then you 
should get paid,” he said at the time. 

But on Tuesday, May 25, only 
hours after Ragone told the B.A.R. 
the mayor was disappointed his 
pick for AIDS czar had declined the 
offer, Sheehy said that Kawa had 
contacted him urging him to reex¬ 
amine taking on the policy post. 

This week Sheehy said while he 
had yet to speak with the mayor, 
he was willing to take on the post 
on an interim basis. He said he 
sees his role as defining what role 
a full-time AIDS czar should play. 

“I still think eventually, when 
the budget situation improves,, 
that someone should be brought 
on full-time and be paid. But it 
just makes no sense when services 
are being cut back and agencies 
are having to lay off people to take 
money away from that and give it 
to an individual,” Sheehy said 
Wednesday, June 2. “I am willing 
to volunteer my time to help us 
over this gap. I will not be a can¬ 
didate for the full-time position.” 

Some have questioned Shee¬ 
hy’s selection for the post. His 
misgivings about the position may 
only add Fire to his critics who 
have tried to block his taking on 
the job. And the administration’s 
inability to quickly select an AIDS 
czar has some questioning how 
seriously it is committed to tack¬ 
ling the city’s approach to HIV 
and AIDS. 

More than a month has passed 
since members of an HIV adviso¬ 
ry panel asked Newsom’s top aides 
to hold a citywide summit on 
AIDS issues. To date, no such 
meeting has been set. In addition

he images of Iraqi prisoner 

H abuse shown around the 
world on television and the 
front pages of countless newspa¬ 
pers sparked outrage against 
America’s military and the Repub¬ 
lican administration. 

The same image turned into a 
painting and displayed in the 
front window of a North Beach 
gallery sparked a different reac¬ 
tion last month, one of outrage 
and disgust at owner Lori Haigh. 
The black and white painting by 
Berkeley artist Guy Colwell de¬ 
picts two soldiers taunting and 
torturing three Iraqi detainees. 

The detainees, naked and cov¬ 
ered in hoods, stand on circular 
blocks with electrical wires at¬ 
tached to their genitals, toes, and 
fingers. One is bleeding from his 
head. 

A third soldier escorts a 
woman handcuffed and blind¬ 
folded into the room. The other 
soldiers, a man and a woman, ap¬ 
pear overjoyed and gloating as 
they punish their prisoners. 

The only things in color in the 
painting are bloodstained Ameri¬ 
can flag patches sewn onto the 
soldiers’ uniforms. 


Supporters rallied in front of the Capobianco gallery on Saturday. 


Since displaying the artwork in 
mid-May as part of a show featur¬ 
ing works by Colwell and Naima 
Azgui at her Capobianco Gallery, 
Haigh’s life has spiraled into a 
world of fear and intimidation. 

Anonymous callers flooded 
her voice mail, calling her a traitor 
and threatening to kill her and her 
two daughters. People disgusted 
by the art sent her threatening e- 
mails, denouncing her decision to 
show the work. While she received 
200 hateful messages, Haigh did 


hear from about 75 people who 
expressed support. 

Local media outlets picked up 
the story and only inflamed peo¬ 
ple’s passions further. A KTVU re¬ 
porter ended his report by saying 
people could buy the painting, 
which costs $2,000, “to own it, or 
own it and burn it.” 

Shortly thereafter, a man came 
to the gallery on Powell Street 
near Washington Square Park and 
spat on Haigh. Another man

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Bush on the defensive 


H ouse Minority Leader Nancy Pelosi 
recently made headlines when she 
said President Bush is an “incompe¬ 
tent leader” who lacks the judgment, experi¬ 
ence, or knowledge to make good decisions. 
The San Francisco Democrat was criticized 
roundly by her GOP colleagues. The Repub¬ 
lican National Committee quickly put up 
“oppo” research on its Web site (entitled “To¬ 
tally San Fran - 17 Years of San Francisco 
Liberalism,” a not so subtle reference to the 
area’s reputation for tolerance and veiled 
code for homophobes) that blasted Pelosi 
for her support of HIV prevention programs 
and equal rights for gays and lesbians. 

But Pelosi, to her credit, is offering no 
apologies. She appeared on NBC’s Meet the 
Press Sunday and did not back down from 
her comments. And she shouldn’t. It’s about 
time that Democratic leaders start telling it 
like it is. The presidential election is five 
months away and, under President Bush’s 
questionable leadership, the country is not 
better off today than it was four years ago. 

Of course, there’s the Federal Marriage 
Amendment that the president is pushing, 
a shameless attempt to write discrimination 
against gays and lesbians into the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution. 

But while that issue simmers in Wash¬ 
ington, the immediate situation in Iraq is 
dire and, on this front, the president and his 
administration are failing as well. The prison 
abuse photos showing Americans torturing 
Iraqi prisoners at Abu Ghraib demonstrate 
the military’s psychological obsession with 
gay sex as a tool for humiliation and reveal 
the blatant homophobia that accompanies 
that unhealthy fixation. Forcing the Iraqi 
prisoners to simulate gay sex suggests that 
the sexual attitude of both men and women 
in the military has been shaped by the cul¬ 
ture of hypermasculinity. The scandal also 
proves that the mindset of the military as an 
institution continues to be woefully antigay 
even as gays and lesbians are serving under 
the flawed “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy. 

This week, it was reported in the Wash¬ 
ington Blade that retiring Senator Zell Miller 


said he felt “humiliated” when he had to 
shower with other men when he served as a 
Marine. “The two times I think I have been 
most humiliated in my life was standing in 
that big room, naked as a jaybird, with 
about 50 others when they were 
checking us out,’ Miller told radio 
host Don Imus on May 17. 

Miller, a Georgia Democrat , 
who’s not seeking re-election, has 
been increasingly critical of his 
party and has endorsed Bush for re- 
election. And while it’s unclear if Miller’s 
comments were antigay, the Human 
Rights Campaign called them 
“crude and sophomoric.” 

This administration’s poor 
handling of post-war Iraq is 
reason enough not to support the war - a 
war that now seems was based on false pre¬ 
tenses and faulty intelligence. There was no 
adequate planning for life or government in 


Iraq after Saddam Hussein and yet our sol¬ 
diers - and Iraqi civilians and those assisting 
with security - are dying every day. More 
and more people in this country are ques¬ 
tioning U.S. actions in Iraq; and Bush’s ap¬ 
proval ratings are dropping with virtually 
every new poll that’s released. 

This Saturday, June 5, a coalition 
of groups opposed to the war is hold¬ 
ing a rally and protest action in San 
Francisco. Organizers are calling for 
the troops to be brought home and for 
the U.S. to get out of Iraq. As has been 
the case with previous antiwar 
demonstrations, there will be a 
queer contingent participat¬ 
ing. The rally starts at 11 a.m. 
at United Nations Plaza. 

Now, with the administration on the de¬ 
fensive over its multiple failures in Iraq, peo¬ 
ple need to be reminded of why it’s so im¬ 
portant that Bush be defeated in the fall. ▼ 




Advancing HIV prevention

T wo weeks ago the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention announced 
that it would no longer fund two- 
thirds of the community-based HIV pre¬ 
vention programs currently receiving its 
support, including the Stop AIDS Project. 
Nationally, these cuts were made primarily 
among programs that help gay and bisexu¬ 
al men and others in high-risk populations 
stay HIV-negative. 

The CDC is dedicating its resources to its 
new “Advancing HIV Prevention” initiative,, 
which emphasizes HIV testing and high¬ 
lights the role of HIV-positive men in re¬ 
ducing transmission. These are both im¬ 
portant goals that Stop AIDS shares through 
our successful Positive Force and Plus Sem¬ 
inar programs, which have been duplicated 
throughout the country. 

We are deeply troubled, however, that the 
CDC is walking away from proven effective 
programs that help gay and bisexual men 
stay negative. The CDC states that primary 
HIV prevention programs that qualified for 
funding, such as Stop AIDS, were not sup¬ 
ported because there isn’t enough money. 

HIV prevention funds are shrinking, in 
part, because of a larger battle in Washing¬ 
ton between proven effective HIV preven¬ 
tion versus proven ineffective abstinence- 
only programs. The Bush administration 
has cut HIV prevention by $6 million and is 
lobbying to double funding for abstinence 
programs to $270 million. If the adminis¬ 
tration were successful, one-third of do¬ 
mestic HIV prevention spending would be 
abstinence-based, even though federal re¬ 
searchers say, “no reliable evidence exists 
that abstinence programs work.” 

Increasingly politics, rather than science, 
is directing our nation’s public health poli¬ 
cy and funding. This pattern can be seen 
when the CDC removes information about 


condoms from its Web site. It can be seen in 
the appointments of ideologues rather than 
scientists to health commissions and in such 
a dramatic increase in proposed funding for 
abstinence, even while sound HIV preven¬ 
tion strategies are being cut. 

Although our federal government is 
abandoning its support for HIV prevention, 
our community cannot. Instead, our com¬ 
munity must increase our resolve to stop 
HIV transmission. 

At the beginning of the epidemic, 
when our nation was in homophobic 
denial, our community reduced HIV 
transmission with little support 
from the government. We did this 
out of fear, out of a sense of respon¬ 
sibility, and out of a commitment to 
one another. We rallied together. 

We acted up. We kissed in. 

And together we found 
ways to protect ourselves, 
taught others how to do 
the same, and built grassroots efforts like 
Stop AIDS and many other agencies. 

There is no question that HIV prevention 
has saved countless lives. Stop AIDS has re¬ 
mained a grassroots HIV prevention effort. 
Although we have grown, and been success¬ 
ful in marshalling government funds, we 
have always known that the real protagonists 
of this very real struggle against the virus 
have been our own community members. 

Stop AIDS volunteers have more respon¬ 
sibility for creating outreach strategies and 
prevention workshops than other preven¬ 
tion programs. We are a place where gay and 
bisexual men can take the initiative to car- 
ingly confront one another to do everything 
in our power to stop AIDS. We are not 
clients or service providers - we are com¬ 
munity members, working toward a day 
without AIDS and doing everything we can 
to make that day come sooner. 

We will continue to do this, despite the 
CDC’s cut to these efforts and the painful 


experience of letting some of our staff go. 
The Stop AIDS Project remains committed 
to the fundamental value that the LGBT 
community can work together to prevent 
HIV transmission. We remain committed to 
continuing all of our programs, retooling 
our efforts as the epidemic and community 
changes, and reaching out to community 
partners and individuals to expand our ef¬ 
forts. However, decreasing government 
funding and changes in gay and bi men’s 
culture means that each of us must rededi¬ 
cate ourselves to advancing HIV prevention. 

Advancing HIV prevention means having 
difficult conversations and taking 
difficult actions. It means being 
honest with ourselves and each 
other about when and why we 
put others or ourselves at risk for 
HIV and taking responsi¬ 
bility for those actions. 

Advancing HIV pre¬ 
vention means con¬ 
fronting how we still express the scars of liv¬ 
ing in a society that taught us that gay men 
are only interested in sex, that our relation¬ 
ships are doomed to fail, and that we de¬ 
serve AIDS. 

Advancing HIV prevention is about our 
individual and collective courage and com¬ 
mitment to actively build the kind of com¬ 
munity that we all long for and deserve. 

The Stop AIDS Project works on the prin¬ 
ciple that we all must make a personal com¬ 
mitment to ourselves and the community in 
preventing the spread of HIV. In the next 
year, what can you, your organization, your 
club, or your business do to help stop AIDS?

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Words have power 

I am HIV-positive and have been in a relationship 
with my HIV-negative “spouse” for over four years. 

I would like to suggest alternative words for defin¬ 
ing those of us in these relationships [“HIV no barri¬ 
er to love for these couplesMay 20]. To me, the word 
serodiscordant” is a word that has a definite negative 
connotation about it. It only perpetuates the divisive 
prejudices that unfortunately exist between HIV-pos¬ 
itive and HIV-negative men in our community. To say 
that there is “discord” is to assume that something is 
wrong and errant. The small change of words can 
have great power in our thoughts and actions. I would 
like to suggest that we refer to the relationships of 
HIV-negative and HIV-positive men and women as 
mixed status, or even better, magnetic. By using terms 
that describe our relationships, which happen to in¬ 
clude different HIV status, in more constructive and 
less judgmental ways, we will be one small step closer 
to destigmatizing the reality of negative versus posi¬ 
tive that exists in our community. 

We have mixed status couples who make a very dif¬ 
ficult choice in bonding, fraught with potential issues 
of premature loss of life, having a healthy and fulfill¬ 
ing sex life that will maintain the health and well¬ 
being of both partners, and a host of other issues, and 
yet I have personally found that there is a 
lack of support in our prevention pro¬ 
grams committed to dealing with the is¬ 
sues that face those of us in mixed status 
relationships. 

We would be interested in a forum 
where we could connect with other 
mixed status couples, to learn from each 
other and share our experiences as a way 
to support keeping our relationships to¬ 
gether, without the potential for seroconversion, in a 
very confusing and murky environment. 

I was thrilled to see the front-page discussion speak¬ 
ing about the issues our community is facing regarding 
HIV and the complexity of issues that make prevention 
so difficult. It is extremely important that we are vigilant 
in keeping the discourse going, as this is the only way 
that we can begin to formulate creative solutions in our 
survival as individuals and as a community.

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Ordinary people

H ^ any commentators have 
mM§ noted how fitting it was 
i 3 1 that Massachusetts began 
issuing marriage licenses to gay 
couples on the same day the coun¬ 
try celebrated the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of Brown v. the Board of Edu¬ 
cation, the Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion that struck down “separate 
but equal” education. What I 
saw as fitting about the con¬ 
vergence of these two events 
was not the similarity of the 
black and gay rights move¬ 
ments, but the spotlight that 
May 17 shone on the in 
credibly slow path of 
social change in this 
country. 

May 17 in 
my household 
was no water¬ 
shed. My part¬ 
ner and I read the morning news¬ 
paper with breakfast, and then 
went to work. Later, she walked 
the dog, I paid bills, we made din¬ 
ner together, and she walked the 
dog again. In the evening, as I 
picked up a few items at the su¬ 
permarket, I pondered the ordi¬ 
nariness of my day, compared to 
the history-making excitement 
experienced by the hundreds of 
same-sex couples who lined up for 
marriage licenses in Massachu¬ 
setts. It was hard to fathom the 
day as “Pearl Harbor,” which is 
how antigay minister Lou Sheldon 
characterized it. 

On the surface, at least, my life 
and the lives of most other gay 
people in the United States 
weren’t much different on May 17 
than they were the day before. 
We’re the gay Americans you did¬ 
n’t read about in the papers, the 
ones who didn’t travel to Cam¬ 
bridge or Provincetown to tie the 
knot amid a flurry of media fren¬ 
zy. In the case of my own family, 
we didn’t rush to Massachusetts 
because, since we live in a state 
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Lesbian Notions 


with a DOMA law, we couldn’t af¬ 
ford the luxury of a trip that for us 
would result in a purely symbolic 
ceremony. 

Similarly, when the historic 
Brown decision came down, the 
lives of African Americans weren’t 
changed overnight. Sadly, not that 
much has changed since 1954 for 
many African Americans, at least 
in terms of public education. De¬ 
spite President Bush’s upbeat as¬ 
sertion that the ruling 
“changed America for the 
better, and forever,” in both 
the North and South today 
a lot of schools have a kind of 
de-facto segregation in place. 
Racism is very much alive 
and shaping people’s eco¬ 
nomic and social realities. 
And at the same time 
Bush was 
heading to 
Topeka, 
Kansas, for a 
ceremony to honor Brown, gay 
couples were filing their applica¬ 
tions for marriage licenses, and 
the White House was releasing a 
statement reiterating the presi¬ 
dent’s support for “defining and 
protecting marriage as a union of 
a man and a woman as husband 
and wife.” That’s a nicer way of 
saying that our president is selec¬ 
tively supportive of Americans’ 
civil rights and, in fact, thinks 
writing discrimination against gay 
people into the U.S. Constitution 
is just fine. 

It was appropriate, then, that 
accompanying the media stories 
and editorials about how marriage 
rights for gays constitute a “mile¬ 
stone of equality” (as gay journal¬ 
ist Andrew Sullivan put it) were 
nervous warnings about what is to 
come - or, more likely, not to 
come. “Gay Spouses Face Maze to 
Get New Benefits” read the 
Forbes.com headline; “Marriage 
License Is Just a Start; Gay Cou¬ 
ples Face Other Legal Tests” cau¬ 
tioned the Washington Post. For 
gay couples in Massachusetts, 


whose unions aren’t recognized by 
the federal government, marriage 
may no longer be separate, but it 
will be vastly unequal for years to 
come. 

Given the deep-seated nature 
of prejudice, it’s no wonder that 
social change happens at a snail’s 
pace. The fact is gay people have a 
long haul ahead. Events like the 
marrying of a thousand gay cou¬ 
ples in Massachusetts make a little 
crack in the wall of heterosexual 
privilege. But in order to widen 
that crack - even if it doesn’t hap¬ 
pen anytime soon - those of us 
who stayed home and had ordi¬ 
nary days have as big and difficult 
a job ahead as those who said, “I 
do.” 

First of all, we must be out. 
One of the best things about the 
marriages in Massachusetts was 
all the media coverage that put 
same-sex couples and their chil¬ 
dren on front pages and television 
screens everywhere. Although 
some straight Americans were 
shocked by photos of two men or 
women joyfully kissing, others 
were probably surprised to find 
that we didn’t look like dog- 
humpers or any of the other 
bizarre things professional homo¬ 
phobes have alleged us to be. 

Second, we must talk to poten¬ 
tial allies - straight friends, neigh¬ 
bors, and colleagues - about how 
antigay discrimination affects our 
families. That doesn’t require 
pulling out a soapbox, but it does 
mean opening up and dismissing 
the idea that our struggle for equal 
rights only interests us. The time 
for talking has never been better - 
while the wedding cakes are still 
fresh. ▼

punched Haigh in the nose, giving 
her a concussion. 

The police refused to label the 
attacks on the lesbian-owned 
gallery a hate crime. Haigh said 
one officer called her and told her 
the quicker she could leave the 
better. 


“He said,‘Can you move out in 
the middle of the night? We are 
not your personal security 
guards,”’ said Haigh. “One guy on 
my answering machine said ‘You 
are fucking dead.’” 

Last Saturday, May 29, Haigh 
packed up her gallery’s artwork 
and fled in a U-Haul van too fear¬ 
ful to remain in a part of town 
known for its spawning artistic 
expression and controversial 


pieces of art. 

Colwell refused to talk to the 
media as he helped pack up his 
work, but in an earlier interview 
with the San Francisco Examiner 
said, “Apparently, people are quite 
shocked by my painting. I don’t 
know why they are not equally or 
more shocked by the pictures they 
are seeing on television of the ac¬ 
tual torture taking place.”

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Will Schwarzenegger 
run for gov in 2006 ?

o one can deny it. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, Holly¬ 
wood’s Austrian-born 
bodybuilder-turned-movie actor- 
turned-governor has indeed be¬ 
come Sacramento’s master politi¬ 
cian. While some would argue 
that Schwarzenegger is a true Re¬ 
publican - I think he’s refined the 
art of bipartisanship - sometimes 
he appears highly partisan, and at 
other times nonpartisan. But 
party loyalist or not, 
Schwarzenegger seems to have 
taken California by storm politi¬ 
cally and the latest Field Poll has 
the “governor with the funny ac¬ 
cent” with a very impressive 65 
percent job approval rating. 

' Indeed, Schwarzenegger’s ap¬ 
proval ratings statewide are high¬ 
er than any California governor in 
the past 50 years. Another surpris¬ 
ing factor? How about the 41 per¬ 
cent “well done” approval rating 
given the new governor by regis¬ 
tered Democratic voters in the 
state. 

If, as expected, Schwarzenegger 
manages to get his way on 
this year’s budget (and 
the next) with little or no 
problems from the De- 
mocratic-controlled Leg¬ 
islature, we’re hearing he 
just might not run for 
re-election in 2006. To 
be sure, 

Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger claims to 
“love” his job, 
and few would 
doubt that he could be easily re¬ 
elected, but we keep hearing ru¬ 
mors that the unpredictable 
Schwarzenegger just might pro¬ 
claim that he “has completed the 
task - cleaned up Sacramento for 
Californians” and decide not to 
run for a four-year term. 

There will certainly be pressure 
on the popular governor to seek a 
full term - he could likely pick up 
a few legislative seats for the GOP, 
possibly even a statewide office or 
two, but I’m beginning to become 
convinced that Schwarzenegger 
and first lady Maria Shriver 
aren’t all that excited about Sacra¬ 
mento, and he might very well 
claim “job completed,” and look 
elsewhere. 

Where else, you ask? I’m not 
sure it would be his smartest po¬ 
litical move, but the rumor is out 
there - obviously planted by some 
Republican strategists - that 
Schwarzenegger might just pass 
up another term in the state Capi¬ 
tol to run against U.S. Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein in 2006. Don’t 
run out and bet your Russian 
River home on this, but do re¬ 
member that you read it here first. 

How has Schwarzenegger 
managed to become such a pow¬ 
erful political figure in less than a 
year? I think it’s because he knows 
how to “play the players,” if you 
will. He has bridged the political 
divide that has for so many years 
polarized Sacramento, and man¬ 
aged to charm everyone from De¬ 
mocratic Senate boss John Bur¬ 
ton (Schwarzenegger practically 
has Burton, of San Francisco, eat¬ 
ing out of his hand) on the left to 
conservative GOP state Senator 
Tom McClintock (Thousand 
Oaks), a political rival only six 
months ago, on the far right. 

Indeed, the politically-sawy 
Schwarzenegger, knowing he

might need McClintock in the fu¬ 
ture, raised a whopping $400,000 
for his former foe last week, assur¬ 
ing the governor of the senator’s 
support for nearly everything in 
the future while wiping out a 
troublesome intra-party foe in 
one $ 1,000-plate evening. 

Schwarzenegger has all but ig¬ 
nored leaders of both parties in 
the California Legislature in the 
crafting of his new 
budget, a budget, inci¬ 
dentally, that even the 
Democratic-con- 
trolled Legislature 
wouldn’t dare hold 
up past this month’s 
due date. The truth is, 
however, that 
although he is 
piling up 
loads of polit¬ 
ical credit with 
the voters, Schwarzenegger has in 
fact really done little more than 
borrow on the state’s future and 
rely on hoped-for anticipated rev¬ 
enues, having, in reality, done very 
little to address the budget deficit 
that he promised to eliminate 
during the campaign. 

Make no mistake; with very 
few exceptions lawmakers in 
Sacramento are terrified of 
Schwarzenegger. I certainly didn’t 
vote for him, but like him or not, 
this guy is good. And Teflon? Ha! 
Ronald Reagan had nothing on 
this guy. Never mind that during 
the recall campaign (it’s only been 
six months, folks) he flew up and 
down the state attacking then- 
Governor Gray Davis for political 
contributions, saying “if you take 
money from special interests, you 
will then owe them something for 
that.” Schwarzenegger takes simi¬ 
lar contributions and no one says 
anything. As the Los Angeles Times 
pointed out last week, when it 
comes to taking in political con¬ 
tributions from oil, insurance, 
healthcare, and banking execu¬ 
tives “he [Schwarzenegger] has 
raked in more cash than the 
Catholic Church.” 

Politics and people 

Around City Hall even the 
most optimistic of the politicos 
(and there aren’t many of the op¬ 
timistic kind these days) admit 
that the city’s financial picture is 
so grim this year that layoffs and 
deep cuts in services are truly un¬ 
avoidable. It’s not much help to 
Mayor Gavin Newsom and his 
staff that even some of those once 
loyal to former Mayor Willie 
Brown are placing much of the 
blame for the city’s current fiscal 
mess on the likable former mayor. 
“Willie really loaded up the city’s 
payroll with his so-called special 


assistants, dozens of them at good 
salaries, and he also gave in to all 
the city unions on everything they 
asked him for - he acted as 
though he was playing with the 
federal budget,” one fiscal-sawy 
supervisor told me this week. 

Meanwhile, though it likely 
won’t last forever, Newsom’s per¬ 
sonal popularity it going through 
the ceiling. The people like him 
and seem to feel that the guy is re¬ 
ally working hard at turning 
things around. I’m betting he gets 
the job done. You might not no¬ 
tice a lot within the first year or so 
when it comes to the homeless 
problem, the endless panhan¬ 
dling, etc., but give this guy time. 
He’s young, bright, ambitious, and 
determined to make a difference. 
So, you think I’m high on Gavin 
Newsom? You’re right, I am, and 
apparently many others are as 
well. 

I realize the final filing date to 
get into the race for supervisor 
isn’t until August 6, but the race 
for the six seats to be decided in 
November already seems to be 
heating up. In District 5, Supervi¬ 
sor Matt Gonzalez, after losing 
the mayor’s race, apparently de¬ 
cided his political future isn’t 
looking too bright, so he’s not 
even running for a second term. 
Indeed^Gonzalez, who told many 
over the past couple of years he 
didn’t like the job, reaffirmed to 
Bruce Pettit on local access 
cable’s City Desk Newshour last 
week that he might have been 
willing to serve another year or so, 
but wasn’t interested in another 
full term. 

In District 5, Green Party can¬ 
didates Ross Mirkarimi and for¬ 
mer Planning Commissioner Lisa 
Feldstein can be expected to 
divvy up the Green vote while 
labor activist Robert Haaland 
and DCCC member (and aide to 
Supe Chris Daly) Bill Barnes 
could very possibly do the same 
with the district’s LGBT voters, 
leaving formerly political un¬ 
knowns Michael O’Connor, Dan 
Kalb, or Rescue Muni’s Andrew 
Sullivan as the early favorites. But 
then again, with instant runoff 
voting, who knows? 

District 1 Supervisor Jake 
McGoldrick, never one of City 
Hall’s most popular figures, ap¬ 
pears to be in the political fight of 
his life with strong challengers like 
former Superior Court Judge Lil¬ 
lian Sing the early favorite to un¬ 
seat the pompous McGoldrick. 
Other challengers include well- 
known community activist David 
Heller; Matt Tuchow could also 
do well in that district. 

District 11 Supervisor Gerar¬ 
do Sandoval, never really popu¬ 
lar with any particular segment of 
his district, faces an expected 
tough challenge from the likes of 
former Supervisor Jose Medina, 
Myrna Lim, and Rebecca Sil- 
verberg. 

District 9 incumbent Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano is probably 
one of the hardest working (cer¬ 
tainly the most experienced) on 
the board and should win re-elec¬ 
tion despite opposition from half 
a dozen challengers. 

In District 7, incumbent Tony 
Hall , once thought to be in polit¬ 
ical trouble, particularly over his 
stance on Gavin Newsom’s “Care 
Not Cash” program (Hall opposed 
it while his constituents strongly 
supported it) has a well-funded

campaign, and actually managed 
to somehow win Newsom’s en¬ 
dorsement. He is opposed by a 
handful of mostly political un¬ 
knowns, and seems headed for re- 
election. 

The safe seats for November? 
They go to Supervisor Aaron Pe- 
skin (District 3), one of the 
board’s best, incidentally, and to 
Supervisor Michela Alioto-Pier, 
appointed by Newsom as his re¬ 
placement in District 2 when he 
assumed the mayor’s office. 

Reading between the lines on 
Governor Schwarzenegger’s 
pledge: The California governor 
pledged in a private meeting with 
Latino legislators last week his 


support for granting drivers li¬ 
censes to illegal immigrants - if 
security issues can be resolved. It 
is uncertain how soon the gover¬ 
nor and the legislators can reach 
such a deal, and how committed 
the governor really is to the reso¬ 
lution. Assembly Speaker Fabian 
Nunez (D-Los Angeles) said that 
Schwarzenegger promised to de¬ 
liver by August 31 “a bill that he 
could support” that would allow 
illegal immigrants to obtain such 
licenses. However, Margita 
Thompson, the governor’s press 
secretary, later insisted that 
Schwarzenegger did nothing more 
during the meeting than to “agree 
to work in good faith” to “at¬ 
tempt” to settle the security issue. 

And to those of you who got

Who were the Amazons? 


In the mid-1990s, archaeolo¬ 
gists excavated burial mounds 
near the Russian-Kazakh border 
that contained both household 
items typical of women and 
weapons such as daggers and ar¬ 
rowheads. Archaeologist Jeannine 
Davis-Kimball thinks the graves 
are those of Sauro.matian women 
buried around the 5th century 
B.C. Some skeletons had bowed 
legs - indicating they rode horses 
- and one had a bent arrowhead 
in her body. Davis-Kimball does 
not believe the nomadic women 
of the Eurasian steppes were the 
mythical Amazons, but the finds 
reveal the existence of high-status 
women who engaged in battle, 
possibly the foundation upon 
which the Greek tales were built. 

Other scholars put forth a dif¬ 
ferent hypothesis, suggesting the 
remains are not those of women, 
but rather of a “third sex” of ef¬ 
feminate, cross-dressing men who 
took on women’s roles. Such theo¬ 
ries are not new: Herodotus and 
Hippocrates both described 
Scythian or Sauromatian men 
called Enarees who did women’s 
work and acted as soothsayers, 
while other early writers claimed 
the Amazons were really men who 
shaved off their beards and 
dressed as women in battle. 

The Amazon myth arose dur¬ 
ing a time of cultural change, 
around 700-400 B.C., when 
women were losing their status 
with the rise of patriarchal soci¬ 
eties such as that of classical 
Greece. Today, feminists have em¬ 
braced the Amazons as models of 
strong, independent women. In 
the heyday of the lesbian libera¬ 
tion movement, lesbians adopted 
the two-headed Amazonian axe, 
the labrys, as their symbol, and 
numerous lesbian institutions - 
from bookstores to radio shows to 
Web sites - have been named after 
the Amazons. ▼

-he Amazons, a race of war¬ 
rior women, were long be- 
11 lieved to be a mythical cre¬ 
ation. But recent archaeological 
evidence suggests that the tales 
may have some basis in fact. 

The Amazon Nation is said to 
have originated in what is now 
Libya. Legend has it that under 
Queen Myrina, the Amazons 
made war on the people of At¬ 
lantis and fought another 
mythical race of women, 
the Gorgons. After a vol¬ 
cano destroyed their home 
island of Tritonia, the Ama¬ 
zons traveled east, settling on 
Aegean islands such as Lim- 
nos and Lesbos, and 
establishing their 
principal city, 

Themiscyra, on the 
Black Sea coast of Turkey. The 
name “Amazon” purportedly re¬ 
ferred to their custom of burning 
or cutting off the right breast of 
young girls to facilitate their use of 
bows and javelins, but Greek art 
depicts Amazons with two (often 
bare) breasts. 

Several classical Greek histori¬ 
ans and poets wrote conflicting 
stories about the Amazons of the 
Bronze Age (roughly 2000-1000 
B.C.). One of the 12 labors of the 
Greek hero Heracles (Hercules) 
was to obtain the girdle given to 
the Amazon Queen Hippolyte by 
her father, the war god Ares. The 
historian Diodorus claimed Her¬ 
acles and his men sailed to 
Themiscyra, engaged the Ama¬ 


zons in battle, and nearly extermi¬ 
nated them. In an earlier version 
of the story, Hippolyte fell in love 
with Heracles and offered him her 
girdle. But the goddess Hera goad¬ 
ed the Amazons into attacking the 
visitors, whereupon Heracles 
killed Hippolyte and escaped with 
the girdle. 

In another tale, Penthesilea, 
who had earlier fled her homeland 
in shame after accidentally killing 
her sister while hunting, led a le¬ 
gion of Amazons to aid Troy 
in its war against Greece. As 
described by the historian 
Quintas, “In the pure rap¬ 
ture of triumph the Ama¬ 
zons charged, and with 
anguished groans and 
shrieks the Greeks per¬ 
ished, their manhood 
withered by the 
women from the 
fierce and untamed 
northlands.” Clad in a rainbow- 
colored corset, Penthesilea fought 
the invincible Greek hero Achilles. 
After he killed her and removed 
her helmet, Achilles was smitten 
by her beauty and fell in love. 

The ancient writers did not 
record whether the Amazons were 
women-loving women. By some 
accounts, they loathed men; 
Herodotus said they were called 
“oiorpata,” or man-killers. 

According to the geographer 
Strabo, the Amazons of Themis¬ 
cyra met once a year with the men 
of a neighboring tribe, the Gar- 
garians, in order to conceive chil¬ 
dren. The Amazons raised baby 
girls, while male infants were 
given to their fathers, killed, or 
crippled. (The Amazon Queen 
Antianeira reportedly said lame 
men made the best lovers.) But 
others claimed the Amazons lived 
with men they kept as slaves and 
sex partners. The men, wrote 
Diodorus, “spent their days about 
the house, carrying out the orders 
given them by their wives.” 

It is unclear what became of the 
Amazons. Herodotus said that 
Heracles, after stealing Hippolyte’s 
girdle, captured many of them. 
While Heracles was crossing the 
Black Sea, the women killed him 
and his crew. Unfortunately, the 
Amazons did not know how to sail, 
and they ran aground on the cliffs 
of the Sea of Azov on the southeast 
edge of what is now the Ukraine. 
The Amazons tamed wild horses 
and attacked the local Scythians. 
Discovering their foes were 
women, the Scythians made peace 
with the invaders. The Amazons 
did not resist the men’s overtures, 
but refused to adopt the domestic 
roles of Scythian women. Instead, 
the Amazons and some of the men 
traveled northeast and formed a 
new society, the Sauromatians. 
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Vermont passes pot law

ermont has become the 
ninth state to allow qualified 
patients to grow and use 
medicinal cannabis. After the state 
Senate passed the medical mari¬ 
juana legislation by a vote of 20-7 
on May 19, Republican Governor 
James Douglas announced he 
would allow the bill to become law 
without his signature, which oc¬ 
curred after five days. 

“I feel, as most Vermonters do, 
that we must do what we can to 
ease the pain of dying Vermon¬ 
ters,” said Douglas. “[MJarijuana 
offers those with the most painful 
chronic diseases a measure of 
hope in a time of suffering.” 

Vermont is the second state, 
after Hawaii in 2000, in which a 
medical marijuana law was passed 
by the legislature rather than 
through a ballot initiative. Vermont 
is the first state to enact medical 
cannabis legislation in four years. 

“We are delighted that Ver¬ 


mont is about to be the ninth state 
to protect medical marijuana pa¬ 
tients from the threat of arrest and 
jail,” said Neal Levine, director of 
state policies for the Marijuana 
Policy Project. “The governor ul¬ 
timately came to the right bottom 
line: this is a humane, compas¬ 
sionate measure that offers hope 
and protection to some of Ver¬ 
mont’s most vulnerable citizens.” 

The bill passed last month is 
narrower than another version 
approved bp the Senate last year, 
which would have allowed the use 
of medical marijuana for a wide 
range of conditions, permitted 
the possession of up to seven 
plants, and placed the state’s 
health department in charge of 
registering eligible patients. The 
new version approved by the 
House earlier this month and ul¬ 
timately passed by the Senate per¬ 
mits only patients with AIDS, 
cancer, or multiple sclerosis to use 
medical cannabis, reduces the al¬ 
lowable number of plants to 
three, and puts the police in 


charge of the patient registry. 

According to the Rutland Her¬ 
ald, the White House urged Dou¬ 
glas to veto the bill. Like the pre¬ 
vious governor, former Democra¬ 
tic presidential candidate Howard 
Dean, Douglas expressed reserva¬ 
tions about the new law, calling 
marijuana “addictive, destructive, 
and dangerous” and claiming the 
legislation “sends a dangerous 
message to our children.” Like 
Dean, Douglas said he does not 
believe research has proven that 
cannabis is medically beneficial. 
Nevertheless, he said the measure 
includes adequate controls to pre¬ 
vent the diversion of marijuana 
for nonmedical use. 

“We are happy that the legisla¬ 
ture and the governor finally lis¬ 
tened to the people of Vermont,” 
said MPP communications direc¬ 
tor Bruce Mirken. “This took a 
whole lot of effort on the part of a 
lot of people, including a lot of 
brave patients in Vermont who 
stuck their necks out by coming 
forward.” ▼

the past but you typically don’t 
get these kinds of detailed find¬ 
ings.” 

According to the medical ex¬ 
aminer’s report, the autopsy 
found pathological changes in 
the man’s brain tissue, as well as 
in his heart, which are consistent 
with neurosyphilis. Wong said 
health investigators are doing ad¬ 
ditional tests on the tissue speci¬ 
mens but he is confident to re¬ 
port the findings so far are “con¬ 
sistent with neurosyphilis.” 

The man’s death has prompt¬ 
ed health officials to alter their 
monthly STD reports so that they 
will now include the number of 
neurosyphilis cases reported in 
San Francisco. In 2003, doctors 
identified 18 cases of neu¬ 
rosyphilis in their patients, up 
from 16 in 2002, from six in 
2001, seven in 2000, and four in 
1999. 

The totals include confirmed, 
probable, and suspected cases. 
Klausner explained that the totals 
could change as cases are re¬ 
viewed over time. 

In 2002, city officials initially 
reported there were 14 cases of 
the condition. In the February 20, 
2003 monthly STD report, it was 
reported the median age of pa¬ 
tients was 40 years and all were 
male. Ten were white and 13 self- 
identified as being gay. Eleven 
were HIV-positive. 

According to the report, the 
most common symptoms were 
vision changes, headache, hear¬ 
ing loss, ringing in the ear, and 
photophobia, or sensitivity to 
light. All of the patients where 
treated with antibiotics, but three 


had residual neurological symp¬ 
toms at the end of their treat¬ 
ment regimen, including blind¬ 
ness and loss of hearing. 

Wong said health officials rec¬ 
ommend sexually active gay and 
bi men get tested for syphilis 
every six months, and that with 
HIV-positive men, they recom¬ 
mend quarterly tests for the STD. 

“We do know neurosyphilis 
does occur as a complication to 
syphilis and that about 1 to 2 per¬ 
cent of people with syphilis in¬ 
fection will develop neu¬ 
rosyphilis,” he said. “The most 
important thing with neu¬ 
rosyphilis is that people get fol¬ 
low up exams after treatment. 
They need to get additional 
blood testing done and they need 
to be watched closely.” 

One of the problems with 
neurosyphilis, said Wong, is it 
can be asymptomatic. If it is al¬ 
lowed to progress in a person, 
over time they could develop ab¬ 
normal mental status and de¬ 
mentia. 

“In the era of the asylum, his¬ 
torically, throughout this country 
up to a quarter of people hospi¬ 
talized in mental asylums had 
neurosyphilis. This was before 
the age of penicillin,” noted 
Wong. 

It is believed that both the in¬ 
famous French general Napoleon 
Bonaparte and reputed mob boss 
A1 Capone, who was imprisoned 
on Alcatraz Island, died due to 
complications from syphilis. 

Syphilis can be transmitted 
through any type of unprotected 
sex, including oral sex. It is also 
possible to become infected 
whether you are giving or receiv¬ 
ing oral sex, noted Wong. 

“If there is a lesion in the back 
of the throat and someone goes 
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down on a penis, you can get it 
that way as well. It can be trans¬ 
mitted by the mouth,” he said. 
“That is why we keep on empha¬ 
sizing ‘Get tested! Get tested! Get 
tested!’We don’t want any person 
with syphilis to be out in the 
community undiagnosed.” 

Anyone who wishes to be test¬ 
ed for syphilis can go to Magnet, 
the gay men’s health center in the 
Castro, or to City Clinic on 7th 
Street near Folsom. For questions

intersex forum

T he San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission on 
Thursday, May 27 hosted the 
first public hearing on intersex is¬ 
sues ever to be held before a gov¬ 
ernment body in the United 
States, attracting a broad range of 
speakers, activists, and advocates. 

The hearing was meant to 
gather input that could eventually 
influence policy decisions around 
the treatment of intersex people, 
who are broadly defined as people 
with any variance to the sexual or 
reproduction makeup usually as¬ 
sociated with their biological sex. 
This includes people with am¬ 
biguous genitalia - who as chil¬ 
dren are often subject to unneces¬ 
sary “corrective” surgeries - as well 
as people with variations in their 
chromosomes, hormones, or re¬ 
productive organs. The Intersex 
Society of North America esti¬ 
mates that one in 100 births are 
people whose bodies differ from 
standard male or female. 

Thursday’s hearing invited peo¬ 
ple to share their personal experi¬ 
ences regarding medical, social, 
and legal aspects of their experi¬ 
ences, regarding potential human 
rights aspects of intersex issues.” 

Dr. Larry Baskin of the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Francisco, tes¬ 
tified that surgeries on babies with 
ambiguous genitals are performed 
rarely in his hospital - at a rate of 
one case per year. UCSF tends to re¬ 
frain from labeling any type of vari¬ 
ance a sexual “emergency,” he said, 
and has even advocated in some cir¬ 
cumstances that parents “wait and 
see” how their child evolves before a 
sex is assigned. 

In general, Baskin’s testimony 
seemed to echo that of activists in 
attendance: that past unques¬ 


tioned practices of immediate 
surgery and gender reassignment 
were cruel and misguided. Yet 
Baskin also offended many in at¬ 
tendance when he described chro¬ 
mosome variances as “screwed 
up,” particularly because intersex 
activists in attendance said that 
the most harmful aspect of their 
conditions is the labeling of their 
bodies as wrong or freakish. The 
secrecy that surrounds an intersex 
diagnosis, and the intrusive exams 
to “correct” what could be left 
alone, are other sources of harm. 

Local ISNA activist Thea Hill¬ 
man testified that she viewed in¬ 
tersex conditions as “any kind of 
anatomy variation that gets the at¬ 
tention of doctors.” As a person 
with CAH (congenital adrenal hy¬ 
perplasia) who developed early, 
Hillman was subjected to “nor¬ 
malizing” physical interventions 
and regular examinations of her 
genitals by male doctors every few 
months. She did not receive any 
accompanying mental counseling.

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ber “only applied in America.” 
Love asked, “Is it appropriate to 
take a government funded inven¬ 
tion and price it five to ten times 
higher in the United States than 
you charge in other high income 
countries?” 

He said it was “an attempt to 
monopolize the protease inhibitor 
market” in this country. Eight sen¬ 
ators, led by John McCain (R-Ari¬ 
zona) and Fritz Hollings (D- 
South Carolina), have asked the 
Federal Trade Commission to in¬ 
vestigate. 

Love called the march-in 
clause “the safeguard of Bayh- 
Dole.” If Abbott can do those 
things, “is there anything that you 
can’t do to trigger the march-in 
provision?” Love asked. “Then 
what signal does that send” to the 
pharmaceutical industry about 
how they are going to price drugs 
in the future? 

The march-in provision has 
not been used in the 24 years that 
Bayh-Dole has been in effect. Love 
said this extraordinary case de¬ 
mands action. He warned that 
failure to do so would lead to ad¬ 
ditional legislation. 

“Abbott Laboratories holds a 
virtual monopoly stake in the life 
expectancy of the majority of 
Americans living with HIV,” said 
Dr. Benjamin Young, a Denver 
physician. He represented the Or¬ 
ganization of HIV Healthcare 
Providers, a group of HIV treat¬ 
ment specialists that sprang up in 
response to the price increase. 

He called the increase “un¬ 
precedented in the history of the 
pharmaceutical industry,” and 
noted the public outcry years ago 
that greeted a 40 percent increase 
in the price of AZT by Burroughs- 
Wellcome and ultimately led to it 
being rolled back. 

Young said Abbott’s example of 
“unmitigated corporate greed and 
monopolistic behavior” at a time 
of high profits “is patently uneth¬ 
ical and violates any semblance of 
[good] corporate citizenship.” 

Defense 

Several speakers familiar with 
the legislative history of Bayh- 
Dole said it was never intended to 
regulate price. But that was within 
the context of a stand-alone drug. 
None of the speakers addressed 
the issues raised when a drug is 
used in combination with others, 
which is a matrix of issues that 
was not envisioned during that 
earlier debate when the legislation 
was passed. 

Jeffrey Leiden, Abbott’s presi¬ 
dent for the pharmaceutical prod¬ 
ucts group, defended the compa¬ 
ny. He said Norvir was entirely the 
product of Abbott’s research and 
the company spent more than 
$300 million to bring it to market.

HIV research among big Pharma 
was the exception rather than the 
rule. Erickson added, “The [NIH] 
grant gave us the opportunity to 
take a risk that management was 
not yet prepared to take on its 
own.” 

Bob Huff, the editor of Treat¬ 
ment News at the Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis, offered a pointed 
and devastating critique of 
Abbot’s “abuse of their patent.” In¬ 
creasing the price of Norvir, but 
not of its own PI Kaletra that is 
co-formulated with the drug, 
made it clear that “the practical 
and intended effect was to posi¬ 
tion Kaletra in advantage to its 
competitors.” 

Perhaps most crucial is the ef¬ 
fect the price increase will have on 
the development of future Pis that 
use the boosting approach, Huff 
said. It will greatly increase the 
cost of conducting post-approval 
phase IV clinical trials that are 
most useful in determining the 
best use of all drugs. 

The price increase also leaves 
other companies at the mercy of 
Abbott in terms of the total mar¬ 
ket cost of their drug. Huff said, 
“It’s difficult enough to project 
market conditions for new HIV 
drugs that don’t need Norvir; it’s 
very unlikely that a corporate 
market analysis will ever again 
justify investment in drugs of this 
type.” 

This is contrary to the very 
purpose of Bayh-Dole, which-is to 
foster innovation and move prod¬ 
ucts into the marketplace, he 
added. 

James Love, the president of 
Essential Inventions who filed the 
march-in provision, questioned 
the justification for such an astro¬ 
nomical price increase “eight years 
after the product hit the market.” 
Ritonavir had generated a billion 
dollars in sales in the first five 
years on the market and remained 
profitable at the time of the in¬ 
crease. “It’s become a blockbuster 
product,” Love said. 

The price increase last Decem- 


S hould Abbott Laboratories’ 
exorbitant price increase for 
the HIV drug Norvir (ri¬ 
tonavir) trigger a never before 
used law and allow other compa¬ 
nies to produce the drug? The Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health held a 
public meeting on May 25 to con¬ 
sider the question. 

Ritonavir was developed as a 
protease inhibitor (PI) and has the 
unique property of slowing down 
liver metabolism or clearance of 
all Pis so that they stay in the 
bloodstream longer. But because 
of side effects and limited efficacy 
ritonavir seldom is used as a PI 
but almost exclusively in small, 
sub-therapeutic doses, to “boost” 
other Pis. 

Abbott increased the price of 
the drug by 400 percent last De¬ 
cember, from $1.71 to $8.57 a day. 
That generated a storm of protest 
from all corners of the HIV com¬ 
munity because it affected every 
other combination therapy that 
uses Pis, which affects more than 
half of the patients on therapy. 

NIH contributed about $3.5 
million to the very early develop¬ 
ment of ritonavir and holds four 
of the six patents on the drug. 
This brought the drug under the 
purview of the Bayh-Dole Act, a 
law passed in 1980 to encourage 
commercialization of basic re¬ 
search funded by the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

The nonprofit group Essential 
Inventions charged that Abbott’s 
price increase violated the public 


benefits portion of Bayh-Dole and 
the company should no longer 
have exclusive use of the patents to 
manufacture ritonavir. In January 
it petitioned NIH to consider 
using the law to let others do so. 

Mark L. Rohrbaugh, director 
of the NIH Office of Technology 
Transfer, said the meeting was to 
gather information from con¬ 
stituents “that might warrant the 
exercise of ‘march-in’ rights” 
under Bayh-Dole. He will make a 
recommendation to NIH Director 
Elias Zerhouni, who in turn will 
decide whether such regulatory 
action should be initiated. 

Any decision from that process 
would be subject to legal review 
and appeal through the federal 
court system. The march-in pro¬ 
vision of the law has never been 
used before so there is no prece¬ 
dent to guide the participants. 


Charges 

John Erickson headed up re¬ 
search into protease inhibitors at 
Abbott from 1985 to 1991, before 
moving to the National Cancer 
Institute, and later starting a small 
pharmaceutical company. 

He said the NIH grant that 
began in 1988 and ran for five 
years “gave a much needed boost” 
to Abbott’s PI program. “Without 
the prestige and dollars it is un¬ 
likely” that the research would 
have received “the internal [com¬ 
pany] funding support needed to 
make the program thrive.” 

“There was nothing unusual 
about Abbott’s lack of enthusiasm 
for HIV drug discovery research at 
that time,” he said, as interest in 
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Charges against Abbott

increased cough, dizziness, trouble sleeping, pain, tiredness, back pain, numbness, 
tingling or burning of hands or feet, and joint pain. 

You should take Reyataz once daily with food (a meal or snack).

REYATAZ ™ (RAY-ah-taz) 

(generic name = atazanavir sulfate) 
Capsules 

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken 
with REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate). Read the section "What 
important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with 
other medicines?" 

Read the Patient Information that comes with REYATAZ before you 
start using it and each time you get a refill. There may be new 
information. This leaflet provides a summary about REYATAZ and 
does not include everything there is to know about your medicine. 
This information does not take the place of talking with your 
healthcare provider about your medical condition or treatment. 

What is REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ is a prescription medicine used with other anti-HIV 
medicines to treat people who are infected with the human 
immunodeficiency virus (HIV). HIV is the virus that causes acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). REYATAZ is a type of anti-HIV 
medicine called a protease inhibitor. HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) 
cells, which are important to the immune system. The immune 
system helps fight infection. After a large number of T cells are 
destroyed, AIDS develops. REYATAZ helps to block HIV protease, an 
enzyme that is needed for the HIV virus to multiply. REYATAZ may 
lower the amount of HIV in your blood, help your body keep its 
supply of CD4 (T) cells, and reduce the risk of death and illness 
associated with HIV. 

Does REYATAZ cure HiV or AIDS? 

REYATAZ does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At present there 
is no cure for HIV infection. People taking REYATAZ may still get 
opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Opportunistic infections are infections that develop 
because the immune system is weak. Some of these conditions 
are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium 
complex (MAC) infections. It is very important that you see your 
healthcare provider regularly while taking REYATAZ. 

REYATAZ does not lower your chance of passing HIV to 
other people through sexual contact, sharing needles, or 
being exposed to your blood. For your health and the health of 
others, it is important to always practice safer sex by using a latex 
or polyurethane condom or other barrier to lower the chance of 
sexual contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or blood. Never use 
or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take REYATAZ? 

Do not take REYATAZ If you: 

• are taking certain medicines. (See "What important information 
should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?") 
Serious life-threatening side effects or death may happen. 
Before you take REYATAZ, tell your healthcare provider about 
all medicines you are taking or planning to take. These include 
other prescription and nonprescription medicines, vitamins, 
and herbal supplements. 

• are allergic to REYATAZ or to any of its ingredients. The 

active ingredient is atazanavir sulfate. See the end of this 
leaflet for a complete list of ingredients in REYATAZ. Tell your 
healthcare provider if you think you have had an allergic 
reaction to any of these ingredients. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before I take 
REYATAZ? 

Tell your healthcare provider 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is 

not known if REYATAZ can harm your unborn baby. Pregnant 
women have experienced serious side effects when taking 
REYATAZ with other HIV medicines called nucleoside 
analogues. You and your healthcare provider will need to 
decide if REYATAZ is right for you. If you use REYATAZ while you 
are pregnant, talk to your healthcare provider about the 
Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry. 

• If you are breast-feeding. You should not breast-feed if you 
are HIV-positive because of the chance of passing HIV to your 
baby. Also, it is not known if REYATAZ can pass into your breast 
milk and if it can harm your baby. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your healthcare provider about the 
best way to feed your baby. 

• If you have liver problems or are infected with the hepatitis 

B or C virus. See "What are the possible side effects of 
REYATAZ?" 

• If you have diabetes. See "What are the possible side effects 
of REYATAZ?" 

• If you have hemophilia. See "What are the possible side 
effects of REYATAZ?" 

• About all the medicines you take including prescription and 
nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 
Keep a list of your medicines with you to show your healthcare 
provider. For more information, see "What important information 
should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?" 
and "Who should not take REYATAZ?" Some medicines can 
cause serious side effects if you also take REYATAZ. 

How should I take REYATAZ? 

• Take REYATAZ once every day exactly as instructed by 
your healthcare provider. Your healthcare provider will 
prescribe the amount of REYATAZ that is right for you. Your 
dose will depend on your liver function and on the other anti- 
HIV medicines that you are taking. REYATAZ is always used 
with other anti-HIV medicines. If you are taking REYATAZ and 
Sustiva* (efavirenz), you should also be taking Norvir* 
(ritonavir). 


• Always take REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate) with food 

(a meal or snack) to help it work better. Swallow the capsules 
whole. Do not open the capsules. Try to take REYATAZ at the 
same time each day. 

• If you are taking antacids or Videx® (didanosine) 
Chewable/Dispersible Buffered Tablets, take REYATAZ 
2 hours before or 1 hour after these medicines. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking REYATAZ without 
first talking with your healthcare provider. It is important to 
stay under a healthcare provider’s care while taking REYATAZ. 

• When your supply of REYATAZ starts to run low, get more 
from your healthcare provider or pharmacy. It is important not 
to run out of REYATAZ. The amount of HIV in your blood may 
increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. 

• If you miss a dose of REYATAZ, take it as soon as possible 
and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular time. If, 
however, it is within 6 hours of your next dose, do not take the 
missed dose. Wait and take the next dose at the regular time. 
Do not double the next dose. It is important that you do 
not miss any doses of REYATAZ or your other anti-HIV 
medicines 

• If you take more than the prescribed dose of REYATAZ, call 
your healthcare provider or poison control center right away. 

Can children take REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ has not been fully studied in children under 16 years of 
age. REYATAZ is not recommended for use in babies under the age 
of 3 months. 

What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ? 

The following list of side effects is not complete. Report any new 
or continuing symptoms to your healthcare provider. If you have 
questions about side effects, ask your healthcare provider. Your 
healthcare provider may be able to help you manage these side 
effects. 

REYATAZ can cause the following side effects: 

• yellowing of the skin or eyes. These effects may be due to 
increases in bilirubin levels in the blood (bilirubin is made by 
the liver). Call your healthcare provider if your skin or the white 
part of your eyes turn yellow. Although these effects may not 
be damaging to your liver, skin, or eyes, it is important to tell 
your healthcare provider promptly if they occur. 

• a change in the way your heart beats (heart rhythm 
change). Call your healthcare provider right away if you get 
dizzy or lightheaded. These could be symptoms of a heart 
problem. 

• diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) sometimes 
happen in patients taking protease inhibitor medicines like 
REYATAZ. Some patients had diabetes before taking protease 
inhibitors while others did not. Some patients may need 
changes in their diabetes medicine. 

• if you have liver disease including hepatitis B or C, your liver 
disease may get worse when you take anti-HIV medicines like 
REYATAZ. 

• some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding 
problems with protease inhibitors like REYATAZ. 

• a serious condition called lactic acidosis syndrome 
(a severe buildup of an acid in the blood that sometimes causes 
death). Some people who have taken REYATAZ with anti-HIV 
medicines called nucleoside analogues have developed lactic 
acidosis syndrome. Lactic acidosis syndrome has happened 
more in people who are female or obese (very overweight). 
Lactic acidosis syndrome is a medical emergency and must be 
treated in the hospital. Call your healthcare provider right 
away and do not continue to take REYATAZ and your other 
anti-HIV medicines unless instructed to by your healthcare 
provider if you get any of the following signs of lactic 
acidosis syndrome: 

• You have persistent nausea, vomiting, or unusual or unex¬ 
pected stomach discomfort, 

• You feel very weak and tired, 

• You have trouble breathing, 

• You have weakness, especially in your arms and legs. 

• changes in body fat. These changes may include an 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo 
hump"), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, 
arms, and face may also happen. The cause and long-term 
health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Other common side effects of REYATAZ taken with other anti-HIV 
medicines include nausea; headache; rash; stomach pain; vomit¬ 
ing; diarrhea; depression; fever; increased cough; dizziness; trou¬ 
ble sleeping; pain; tiredness; back pain; numbness, tingling, or 
burning of hands or feet; and joint pain. 

What important information should I know about taking 
REYATAZ with other medicines*? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you take the following medicines (not 
all brands may be listed; tell your healthcare provider about 
all the medicines you take). REYATAZ may cause serious, 
life-threatening side effects or death when used with these 
medicines. 

• Ergot medicines: dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, 
and methylergonovine such as Cafergot 6 , Migranal®, 
D.H.E. 45*. ergotrate maleate, Methergine*, and others (used 
for migraine headaches). 

• Halcion* (triazolam, used for insomnia). 

• Versed 6 (midazolam, used for sedation). 

• Orap* (pimozide, used for Tourette’s disorder). 

• Propulsid 6 (cisapride, used for certain stomach problems). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ because of 
possible serious side effects: 

• Camptosar® (irinotecan, used for cancer). 

• Vascor* (bepridil, used for high blood pressure). 

• Crixivan® (indinavir, used for HIV infection). Both REYATAZ and 
Crixivan sometimes cause increased levels of bilirubin in the 
blood. 

• Cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor* (lovastatin) or 
Zocor® (simvastatin). 


Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ 
(atazanavir sulfate) because they may lower the amount of 
REYATAZ in your blood. This may lead to an increased HIV viral 
load. Resistance to REYATAZ or cross-resistance to other HIV 
medicines may develop: 

• Rifampin (also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin 6 , Rita ter*, or 
Rifamate*, used for tuberculosis). 

• St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold 
as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s 
wort. 

• “Proton-pump inhibitors” used for indigestion, heartburn, or 
ulcers such as AcipHex® (rabeprazole), Nexium 6 (esomeprazole), 
Prevacid* (lansoprazole), Prilosec* (omeprazole), or Protonix* 
(pantoprazole). 

The following medicines may require your healthcare 
provider to monitor your therapy more closely: 

• Viagra* (sildenafil). REYATAZ may increase the chances of 
serious side effects that can happen with Viagra. Do not use 
Viagra while you are taking REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate), 
unless your healthcare provider tells you it is okay. 

• Lipitor* (atorvastatin). There is an increased chance of serious 
side effects if you take REYATAZ with this cholesterol-lowering 
medicine. 

• Medicines for abnormal heart rhythm: Cordarone* 
(amiodarone), lidocaine, quinidine (also known as 
Cardioquin 6 , Quinidex*, and others). 

• Coumadin* (warfarin). 

• Tricyclic antidepressants such as Elavil* (amitriptyline), 
Norpramin* (desipramine), Sinequan* (doxepin), Surmontil 6 
(trimipramine), Tofranil 6 (imipramlne), or Vivactil* 

(protriptyline). 

• Medicines to prevent organ transplant rejection: 

Sandimmune" or Neoral* (cyclosporine), Rapamune* 
(sirolimus), or Prograf* (tacrolimus). 

The following medicines may require a change in the dose or 
dose schedule of either REYATAZ or the other medicine: 

• Sustiva" (efavirenz). 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir). 

• Norvir* (ritonavir). 

• Mycobutin* (rifabutin). 

• Calcium channel blockers such as Cardizem* or Tiazac 6 
(diltiazem), Covera-HS* or Isoptin SR® (verapamil) and others. 

• Biaxin* (clarithromycin). 

• oral contraceptives ("the pill"). 

• Videx* (didanosine) or antacids. 

• Medicines for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers such as Axid* 
(nizatidine), Pepcid AC* (famotidine), Tagamet* (cimetidine), or 
Zantac* (ranitidine). 

Remember 

1. Know all the medicines you take. 

2. Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines 
you take. 

3. Do not start a new medicine without talking to your 
healthcare provider. 

How should I store REYATAZ? 

• Store REYATAZ Capsules at room temperature, 59° to 86° F 
(15° to 30° C). Do not store this medicine in a damp place such 
as a bathroom medicine cabinet or near the kitchen sink. 

• Keep your medicine in a tightly closed container. 

• Throw away REYATAZ when it is outdated or no longer needed 
by flushing it down the toilet or pouring it down the sink. 

General information about REYATAZ 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not 
use REYATAZ for another condition. Do not give REYATAZ to other 
people, even if they have the same symptoms you have. It may 
harm them. Keep REYATAZ and all medicines out of the reach 
of children and pets. 

This summary does not include everything there is to know about 
REYATAZ. Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that 
are not mentioned in patient information leaflets. Remember, no 
written summary can replace careful discussion with your 
healthcare provider.

two San Francisco locations, on 
Masonic near the Panhandle and 
in the South Of Market neighbor¬ 
hood, both create logjams with 
vehicles queuing up on city 
streets. 

Dufty said if his supervisor dis¬ 
trict included the Masonic store, 
“1 would have shut it down with¬ 
in 30 days of its opening based on 
the impact to the community.” 

Initially, Dufty said he thought 
the project was in-fill housing. 
When he first met with officials 
from Trader Joe’s, “I was stunned, 
to say the least. To me it is a chal¬ 
lenge. I do have concerns for the 
commercial character of the 
neighborhood.” 

Apart from the parking and 
traffic issues, Dufty said most peo¬ 
ple apprised of the project have 
reacted positively to Trader Joe’s 
taking root in the Castro. 

“People say they like its prod¬ 
uct, its prices, its corporate re¬ 
sponsibility and its employees,” 
said Dufty. 

Gustavo Serina, past president 
of the Eureka Valley Promotion 
Association, said he welcomes 
Trader Joe’s coming into the area. 

“I think most people are sup¬ 
portive of them coming into the 
neighborhood. I agree having no 
parking would create a major 
problem,” he said. 

Steve Ferrario, a Castro resi¬ 
dent, said he would not be sad to 
see the paint store closed. 

“I have probably been in there 
once in my entire life,” he said. As 
for Trader Joe’s, he said. “I would 
like this store less if it was replac¬ 
ing a mom and pop store.” 

Herb Cohn, president of the 
Merchants of Upper Market and 
Castro, did not attend the meeting 
but wrote of the store’s plans in 
the group’s June newsletter. Of the 
company he wrote, “Their track 
record is a good one when it 
comes to community involvement 
and commitment, so we have rea¬ 
son to be optimistic about their 
presence here,”

Patrick Batt asked the company 
officials at last week’s meeting 
what contributions Trader Joe’s 
would be willing to make to the 
local community. He noted the 
lease of the Castro Community 
Meeting Room, where last week’s 
meeting took place, would end in 
18 months. Pottery Barn agreed to 
pay for the room’s lease as a con¬ 
cession for opening its store on 
Market Street at Castro. 

Yokomizo said, “We are open 
to that, that’s why we are here.” 

No deals signed 

The site has been a paint store 
for 50 years, owned by the Sinclair 
family. When the family sold its 
Sinclair Paints to Dulux, it re¬ 
tained ownership of the property. 
Trader Joe’s and Keith Sinclair 
have been in talks for three 
months about the lot. 

The two parties have not 
signed any deals, said Yokomizo, 
who characterized the company’s 
plans as “right now it is a maybe. 
We do have some operational is¬ 
sues with the site.” 

The key issue is the parking 
and traffic a Trader Joe’s will bring 
to the neighborhood. The en¬ 
trance to the parking is planned 
for 15th Street and store officials 
said last week they would like to 
remove about eight street parking 
spaces in order to create a red 
zone where customers can idle 
their vehicles as they wait to park. 

“We are trying to reach a com¬ 
promise. We think not providing 
parking would be a huge mistake,” 
said Yokomizo. 

As for the exterior look of the 
building, Yokomizo said, “It is up 
in the air,” but he added that what¬ 
ever is built will be better than the 
current structure. “This is proba¬ 
bly one of the uglier buildings in 
the neighborhood.” 

The building would be flush 
with the sidewalk and the front 
walls most likely large glass win¬ 
dows, said Yokomizo. The store 
would also want to put floral or 
produce displays outside, he said. 

“We can really create a jewefat 
that corner. We want to make it 
transit friendly and pedestrian 
friendly,” he said.

to the $4 million cut San Francis¬ 
co received in federal HIV fund¬ 
ing, the mayor’s budget calls for 
another $1 million cut in AIDS 
services. 

For months, some AIDS advo¬ 
cates such as Jim Illig, Newsom’s 
pick for the Health Commission, 
have even argued the AIDS czar 
position is not needed. Others be¬ 
lieve the person needs to com¬ 
pletely overhaul the city’s ap¬ 
proach to the HIV epidemic. 

But Steven Tierney, the city’s 
director of HIV prevention, has 
announced his office is already re¬ 
viewing how the city funds and 
approaches HIV prevention. The 


AIDS Office is setting up meetings 
this summer to hear from the 
community about what it wants 
to see the city fund. What role an 
AIDS czar will play in those dis¬ 
cussions remains unclear. 

Even Newsom has sent mixed 
signals on his plans for the post. 
While he has cut the AIDS czar 
salary from his budget, Newsom 
told the B.A.R. in an April inter¬ 
view that he was open to the idea 
of making the AIDS czar a paid 
position if a volunteer could not 
be found. 

Last month, after Sheehy sent 
the mayor his e-mail, the B.A.R. 
asked Ragone if the mayor would 
pay his AIDS czar. In an e-mail, 
Ragone responded that there is 
“no change on our position on 
this role” being unpaid. T

That sum is less than half of what 
the pharmaceutical industry 
claims it takes to bring a typical 
new drug to market. 

He outlined the “extraordinary 
steps” the company has taken to 
ensure access to the drug for those 
who cannot afford it. He did not 
acknowledge that many of those 
problems were created by the 
company’s price increase. 

Leiden said that when they re¬ 
viewed the effectiveness of Pis 
using a ritonavir boost, “What was 
particularly striking to us was the 


disparity of value of the various 
components.” That was Abbott’s 
justification for the price increase; 
it did not reflect their cost of de¬ 
veloping the drug or necessarily 
their commitment of an invest¬ 
ment in further HIV research. 

Speaking with reporters after 
the meeting, Rohrbaugh said he 
had no timeline for deciding 
whether to proceed to a formal 
march-in procedure. 

David Ravicher, executive di¬ 
rector of the Public Patent Foun¬ 
dation, a group that has joined in 
pressing for such action, said he 
was pleased with the speed with 
which NIH has addressed the pe¬ 
tition. ▼ 


By building in the Castro, 
Yokomizo said he hoped the store 
would alleviate some of the traffic 
problems at the other two loca¬ 
tions. He said a significant num¬ 
ber of Trader Joe’s customers are 
Castro residents. 

“We have a great following 
among the gay community,” said 
Yokomizo. “The gay community 
gives us great support.” 

The company offers domestic 
partner benefits to both its full¬ 
time and part-time employees. 
Salaries begin at $10 per hour for 
part-time workers and range be¬ 
tween $36,000 to $62,000 a year 
for management. A Castro store 
would employ about 100 people, 
with only 15 full-time and the rest 
part-time. 

The store would be open from 
9 a.m. to 9 p.m. seven days a week. 
Though Yokomizo said the com¬ 
pany would not be in favor of 
leaving the parking open at night, 
he said it could be open to leasing 
parking spaces to local residents. 

Trader Joe’s is also looking at 
opening stores in the Richmond, 
Sunset, and Marina. It is opening 
its third San Francisco location 
this fall in the North Beach and 
Fisherman’s Wharf area. As it re¬ 
views its plans for the Castro loca¬ 
tion, company officials will be 
meeting with neighborhood 
groups throughout June. At this 
point, Yokomizo said he could not 
give a target date for when either 
construction would begin or the 
store would open. 

Dufty said, “If it did come to 
the neighborhood it would be a 
very unique asset.”

Lamiero’s conclusions ac¬ 
knowledged that the jurors have 
seen “living breathing human be¬ 
ings” in the defendants rather 
than “frothing at the mouth” per¬ 
petrators, but cautioned that the 
jurors were there not to judge the 
men, but to judge their actions. 
His closing remarks very precisely 
broke down the key arguments of 
the defense with respect to the ra¬ 
tionality and motivation of 
Cazares, Magidson, and Merel. 

Lamiero also introduced the 
notion that while Araujo may 
have been flirty and sexual with 
the men, the defendants were not 
victims of her sexuality. 

“They use her the same way 
she uses them. Ever stop to think 
that everything isn’t quite what it 
seems?” 

In challenging defense attor¬ 
neys’ assertions that their clients 
were swept away with rage and 
acted without reason, Lamiero 
pointed to some of the calculated 
reasoning that witnesses have said 
went into the killing of Araujo. 

Lamiero said that Merel, al¬ 
though upset, made decisions that 
constituted deliberation and there¬ 
fore murder. When Araujo’s blood 
had dirtied a room in the Merel’s 
home, for instance, Merel “had the 
forethought that the blood was a 
problem,” and started to clean it so 
that once Araujo was dead, the 
men could leave the house imme¬ 
diately. And Merel’s earlier promise 
to kill Araujo if she was indeed 
male meant that Merel had made 
the commitment and was simply 
“waiting for confirmation.” 

Magidson, who allegedly tied 
the rope around Araujo’s neck 
that led to her death, likewise was 
not acting with passion over judg¬ 
ment, said Lamiero, who pointed 
to the “meticulous, efficient, thor¬ 
ough job” of Magidson’s restraints 
all over Araujo’s body. 

The three defendants in the 
case did not commit manslaugh¬ 
ter, said Lamiero, because they 
had options, knew the conse¬ 
quences, and made their choices. 
They may have been emotional, 
but emotion and reasoning are 
not mutually exclusive, he said. 
They may have been enraged 
enough to kill, but the jury must 
hold them to the same standard it 
would hold all reasonable people, 
said Lamiero, not a special stan¬ 
dard for so-called confused and 
insecure young men. 

“Society does not allow a de¬ 
fendant to set up his own standard 
of behavior so that he can judged 
by that standard of behavior,” said 
Lamiero, emphasizing that 
manslaughter must be reserved 
for the rarest of circumstances 
and not all passionate murders. 
“Isn’t every killing an act born of 
rage - some sort of anger?” 

Closing arguments by the de¬ 
fense attorneys continued 
Wednesday. The case is expected 
to go to the jury this week. T 


legal definitions of murder versus 
manslaughter, and he described 
the nature of the killing to illus¬ 
trate why it deserved the harsher 
conviction. His analysis culminat¬ 
ed in the question of whether a 
civilized society should accept a 
premeditated, mob-led killing as 
an appropriate response to such a 
situation. 

“Killing is serious business, 
and we have to be very careful 
when someone asks for a break. 
When someone says, ‘I killed, I’m 
sorry, I had a good reason,’ it’s not 
that simple.... You don’t get to just 
kill people and say, ‘But I did it be¬ 
cause...,”’ said Lamiero, addressing 
the “heat of passion” defense ar¬ 
gument for a manslaughter con¬ 
viction instead of murder. “Some¬ 
times people commit manslaugh¬ 
ter. But do groups? Do mobs? 
That’s something we’re willing to 
expect? That the responsibility for 
a mob mentality is reduced - is 
that where we are?” 

The actual evidence of 
Lamiero’s case was summarized so 
clearly and well, believed many 
observers in the courtroom, that it 
prompted more theatrics from de¬ 
fense attorney Tony Serra, who is 
representing Cazares in the case. 

With his animated appearance 
and vocals, Serra drew out his 
vowels and varied his volume as 
he re-told an old Zen Buddhist 
parable about truth, and then de¬ 
scribed to the jury how his client 
is “a regular Joe” and high school 
drop-out incapable of engaging in 
the high level of semantics neces¬ 
sary to avoid walking into prose¬ 
cution traps. 

“The prosecution’s closing ar¬ 
gument was mesmerizing,” Serra 
told the jurors. “And I fear that 
you are still under the spell.” 

It is Serra’s position that 
Cazares was not involved in the 
killing, and simply helped his 
friends bury Araujo’s body after 
she was dead. Just because Cazares 
is not a linguist, Serra said, does 
not mean he did not tell the truth 
when he took the stand in his own 
defense. 

“His whole life - his whole life 
- is determined by how he testi¬ 
fies,” Serra screamed, likening 
Cazares’s plight to being required 
to “ice skate” his way to freedom 
at a beginner’s level, against star 
prosecution witness Nabors “who 
can do figure eights.” 

Serra has said that his case de¬ 
pends upon proving that Nabors 
lied when he implicated Cazares 
for murder. Part of Nabors’s testi¬ 
mony is that Cazares left the 
house to get a shovel for Araujo’s 
burial before she was even dead. 

Exactly when Cazares retrieved 
the shovel is crucial to whether he 
simply helped his friends after the 
fact or, as Lamiero put it, tried to 
“make sure that the task was car¬ 
ried out correctly” by having 
everything ready so that the body 
could be disposed of quickly. 
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the events surrounding her death, 
in part perhaps to illustrate how 
strongly it was believed that she 
was a woman by those who later 
“found out she was a man.” 

Alameda County Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Chris Lamiero, on 
the other hand, has been prose¬ 
cuting the case as a clear-cut mur¬ 
der regardless of Araujo’s gender 
identity, relying not on transgen¬ 
der education for a jury made up 
of people with varied back¬ 
grounds, but on the statements 
and evidence introduced, includ¬ 
ing those by defense witnesses. His 
closing arguments presented the

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A boy in the 
girl’s bathroom

( was 15 the first time I used a 
men’s restroom. I was 15 when 
I first saw a urinal; I was in 
high school when I did something 
that most little boys do as soon as 
they don’t need their mom to help 
them up onto the toilet or button 
their pants. I remember sitting in 
a chair facing the door with a stick 
figure man on it, which was really 
just the women’s room stick figure 
wearing pants. One door said 
pants, the other said dresses. One* 
said girls, the other said boys. I 
was completely confused. 

I hadn’t been into a public re¬ 
stroom in almost a year. See, I did¬ 
n’t stop going into the women’s 
room when my mom no longer 
had to help me. I kept going into 
them because when I was born, 
the doctor gave me to my mom 
and told her she had given birth to 
a healthy baby girl. I’m sure if I 
hadn’t been so disoriented, I 
would have given him a funny 
look. 

So there I was, 15 years later, 
squeezing my legs together and 
gritting my teeth and trying not to 
pee my pants, all because of that 
doctor’s mistake. I guess any doc¬ 
tor would have said it, or any per¬ 
son at all, really. Anatomically, 
that’s what I was: female. And every 
report card or ID or legal docu¬ 
ment reminded me of it with a big 
fat F. It felt like my grade in life.

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But I tried. I wore frilly dresses 
on holidays and smiled for the 
camera on picture day and grew 
my hair so long that if I wasn’t 
careful I’d sit on it. I was my 
mother’s little girl. I got good 
grades and never got in trouble. In 
fact, I barely ever talked at all. 
Everyone told my mom what a 
good little girl I was. I was perfect. 

I was miserable. 

The first time I got my hair cut 
short I stared at myself in the mir¬ 
ror for so long I started to get 
dizzy. Looking back, it was a ter- f 
rible haircut and the 
woman at Supercuts 
hadn’t understood what 
I wanted at all. But I 
loved it. Suddenly I 
could see myself. I could 
see glimpses of 
the boy I had felt 
like all along. I 
could see him in 
the angle of my jaw and the 
broadness of my shoulders and he 
looked back at me from the mir¬ 
ror with fearlessness in his eyes. 
That just made it more real and 
more frightening. I bought a lot of 
girly underwear after I got that 
haircut, like I thought that floral 
print or a little bow in the front or 
the color pink would turn me into 
a girl. But a boy in frilly undies 
does not miraculously transform 
into a woman. Believe me. I know 
from experience. 

How do I possibly explain 
what it’s like to just know some¬ 
thing about yourself despite 
everything and everyone telling 
you otherwise? The best way I can 
describe it is that when I see my¬ 
self, I see a boy. 

It’s not about the little things 
like how I dress or what my hob¬ 
bies are. I can’t say I always knew I 
was male because I didn’t like 
dresses or Barbies when I was little. 
The truth is, a ton of girls fit that 
description. I don’t base my gender 
identity on stereotypes. It wouldn’t 
work if I tried, really. I’m not a 
stereotypical guy. I’m terrible at 
sports. I cry regularly at movies. 
I’m a feminist. I’m not straight. I’m 
not gay, either, Although that 
stereotype would fit better. I’m just 
me. And part of who I am is the 
fact that I am a guy. I’m not a man; 
after all I’m still a teenager. But 
someday I will be. 

Right after I got my haircut I 
started getting “mistaken” for 
male. I didn’t like it because it was 
pushing out in the open some¬ 
thing I had been trying to hide my 
whole life. I was ashamed, but 
what I hated most was the fact 
that I lived for the few times a day 
a cashier or waiter or bus driver 
would call me “son” or “young 
man.” My cheeks would burn with 
shame, but my stomach would 
rise up into my throat in pride. I 
was battling myself. There was a 
full-on war going on between who 
everyone thought I was and who I 
really was. Who I really am. 

So, to put it simply, I let go. I let 
go of my mother’s daughter and 
my grandmother’s granddaughter 
and I stopped trying to be who 
everyone expected me to be. But it 
didn’t happen all at once. I didn’t 
wake up one day and decide to 
embrace something that was such 
a source of pain and humiliation 
for me. It took a long time, but 
gradually I learned that the only 
way it was going to stop hurting 
was if I stopped running. So for a 
while I was very antisocial and in¬ 
troverted. I read a lot, I spent a lot 


of time alone, and I got more and 
more comfortable with who I was. 

I started looking more and 
more like a boy. Strangers called 
me “he” more often than “she,” 
and I stopped feeling uncomfort¬ 
able when I was seen as male. Peo¬ 
ple would stop me when I tried to 
use a women’s restroom, they’d 
tell me I was in the wrong one. 
And most of the time I felt like 
agreeing with them. I was in the 
wrong bathroom. So I stopped 
using public restrooms unless 
they were unisex. I learned how 
to not use a bathroom from 
the time I left in'the morn¬ 
ing to the time I got home, 
and sometimes that was 
more than 10 hours. 

It’s very hard for me to 
verbalize how it 
feels to finally feel 
right. The way I 
felt the first time a 
guy my age acknowledged me 
with that brotherly nod and the 
first time a girl flirted openly with 
me in public or little things like 
getting called “man” or “bro.” It 
was relief, it was like eating some¬ 
thing delicious when you haven’t 
eaten in days, it was like coming 
home. Things were finally starting 
to fit. 

I started to feel more and more 
comfortable socially, but physical¬ 
ly I was still far from home. It’s 
very easy to blame all of this on 
my body. It would be easy to hate 
my physical self because that’s 
where most of my problems come 
from. Many transsexual people 
have terrible body image and ab¬ 
solutely despise their bodies, 
which is entirely understandable. 
I’ve been like that most of my life. 
Puberty made me want to die, I 
felt like my own body was betray¬ 
ing me. I’ve lived with hatred for 
myself for much too long. 

This body will carry me 
through my life. Every memory I 
have is from within this body and 
everything I will ever do will be 
experienced from here. It will 
change in the course of my life, 
but it will still be this body. Some 
day I will have a flat chest but I 
will have scars to remind me that 
it was not always that way. Some 
day male hormones will fill my 
body and my voice will drop and I 
will grow facial hair, but I will 
never have the one thing that 
most people see as the defining 
characteristic of a man. I will 
never have a penis. 

It would be easy to dwell on 
that. I could cry for hours in my 
bed because I won’t ever be able to 
have sex like they do in the 
movies. I’ve lived like that before. 
I lived like that for a long time. I 
still have nights where I do. But I 
am learning acceptance. I am 
teaching myself to love the one 
person that will always be in my 
life, without fail. 

This life is hard. It has been al¬ 
most unbearably difficult at times, 
and I’m only 16 years old. But I’m 
getting to a point where I am 
happy with the person I am, both 
inside and out, and a majority of 
people never get there. I don’t re¬ 
gret anything. I love who I am, 
and I wouldn’t change it even if I 
could. ▼

his Friday, June 4, has been 
declared a national “Day of 
Action” for medical mari¬ 
juana, and organizers are calling 
on advocates to urge their con¬ 
gressional representatives to pass 
legislation prohibiting the federal 
government from spending 
money to undermine state med¬ 
ical cannabis laws. 

The date commemorates the 
sentencing last year of cannabis 
cultivation expert Ed Rosenthal, 
who was ordered by a federal 
judge to serve just one day in 
prison for growing marijuana for 
patients in Oakland. The case 
gained notoriety when jurors 
spoke out in support of Rosenthal 
after learning that he was growing 
cannabis for medical use under 
the auspices of the city. 

Friday’s Day of Action is spon¬ 
sored by Oakland-based Ameri¬ 
cans for Safe Access, the Marijua¬ 
na Policy Project, and the Drug 
Policy Alliance. ASA campaign di¬ 
rector Hilary McQuie said she ex¬ 
pects 500 or more protesters to 
demonstrate at over 100 locations 
nationwide, primarily at the dis¬ 
trict offices of congressional rep¬ 
resentatives who last year voted 


against legislation that would bar 
the Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration from spending federal 
funds to conduct raids against 
medical marijuana patients and 
providers. 

Last year 152 members of Con¬ 
gress voted in favor of the legisla¬ 
tion, sponsored by Representa¬ 
tives Maurice Hinchey (D-New 
York) and Dana Rohrabacher (R- 
California). (A tally of how legis¬ 
lators voted is available at 
www.safeaccessnow.org or 
www.drugpolicy.org.) The bill is 
expected to come up again this 
year, and 66 more “yes” votes are 
needed for passage. 

Most Bay Area representatives 
voted in favor of the measure, in¬ 
cluding Nancy Pelosi (D-San 


Francisco), Anna Eshoo (D- 
Atherton), Michael Honda (D- 
San Jose), Tom Lantos (D-San 
Mateo), Barbara Lee (D-Oak- 
land), Zoe Lofgren (D-San Jose), 
Pete Stark (D-Fremont), Ellen 
Tauscher (D-Alamo), and Lynn 
Woolsey (D-Petaluma). 

The closest local protest will 
target Representative Dennis Car¬ 
doza (D-Atwater) at his office in 
Stockton from 9:30 a.m. to 1 p.m.

Medical 
cannabis supporters who cannot 
demonstrate or lobby their repre¬ 
sentatives in person are urged to 
make phone calls asking them to

allotta Teamworks, famous 
>; # for creating the first AIDS 
rides, has gone out of busi¬ 
ness. But cyclists continue to raise 
money in rides with smaller bud¬ 
gets and in-house management. 
Each new ride also maintains an 
individual style and range in geo¬ 
graphic area, from New York City 
and San Francisco to rural trips in 
Texas and Hawaii. 

The gradual demise of Pallotta

Teamworks was fraught with law¬ 
suits and losses. In 2001,78.6 per¬ 
cent of funds raised for the na¬ 
tional AIDS Vaccine Ride created 
and administered by PTW went to 
overhead costs; subsequent rides 
were canceled. 

Also in 2001, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation and the Los An¬ 
geles Gay and Lesbian Center 
broke ties with Dan Pallotta’s 
company over costs and contract 
disputes, and in 2002 created their 
own ride, the AIDS/LifeCy- 
cle. PTW threatened a 
lawsuit and switched its 
list of beneficiaries. The 
L.A. center and the SFAF 
suffered a decrease in do¬ 
nations, but recovered the 
next year. PTW didn’t. 

Cal Callahan works 
in the volunteer ser¬ 
vices department for 
SFAF, has crewed on 
four Pallotta rides, 
and is a member of 
Team Bear, a group of hirsute gay 
men and their friends. AIDS/Life¬ 
Cycle 3 takes place June 6-12. 
With about 1,400 participants this 
year, Callahan said SFAF’s new 
rides are working. 

“As much as the whole soap 
opera was so acrimonious, Dan 
[Pallotta] did a great thing at the 
beginning,” said Callahan. “He 
brought charity fundraising to a 
new level. But it was always essen¬ 
tially about him. He went from 
about seven events a year to 27 
events a year. He tried to grow the 
company too fast. What we saw 
was just questionable spending.” 

Callahan recalled the 
pageantry and almost zealous 
tone of each ride’s opening day. 
“Dan was on stage every night,” he 
said. “On two occasions, he told 
people to do multiple events. We 
were cycling 600 miles, raising a 
few thousand dollars.” 

Callahan disapproved of Pal¬ 
lotta’s speeches to participants 
where he told them to sign up for 
more rides, and that participants 
were still not doing enough. Of 
AIDS/LifeCycle, Callahan said, 
“We’re trying to make [the ride] 
educational, to raise awareness 
without really shoving it in their 
faces.” 

Team Bear is an attempt “to 
address the stereotypes that bears 
would not do this kind of event,” 
said Callahan. “We’re a somewhat 
neglected subculture,” he said, 
about the presumption “that basi¬ 
cally the bears will eat and drink, 


and not do anything athletic.” 

But his group isn’t limited to 
hairy guys. “The first year, we had 
a bearish straight guy and a Fil¬ 
ipino woman,” he said. “She was 
our Goldilocks.” 

David C. Smith, ride director 
for Austin’s Hill Country Ride for 
AIDS, admits that having only 320 
participants makes for an intimate 
ride, but he said, “It feels big be¬ 
cause everyone’s excited by the 
growth.” 

With a minimum pledge of $600 
- less than a quarter 
of what the last PTW 
events required - the 
average Hill Country rider 
raises over $1,000. 

Having worked on Pallot- 
ta-organized rides that failed 
to bring even 30 percent 
net profit, Smith said 
their own event 
“turned into some¬ 
thing positive. But 
ours was really grass¬ 
roots; no fancy banners along the 
roads, just the power of the com¬ 
munity coming together.” 

Hill Country riders have al¬ 
ready raised over $200,000. “Our 
goal is $359,000,” said Smith. “We 
now return 71 percent, and we’re 
getting better every year. Our goal 
is to return 100 percent.” Their 
ride, which took place in April, did 
even more; it raised over 
$397,000. 

For Braking the Cycle’s first 
2003 ride, 47 riders netted 
$151,000 on a ride through 
Chesapeake Bay in Maryland to 
New York City to benefit the AIDS 
programs of New York’s LGBT 
Community Services Center. Reg¬ 
istrations for the 2004 ride are up 
170 percent. More than 80 riders 
will take a similar route this Sep¬ 
tember 10 -12. 

Eric Epstein, president of 
Global Impact Tours, created 
Braking the Cycle. A former AIDS 
activist who handed out condoms 
and safer sex information to New 
York City students, Epstein 
worked with PTW from 1996 to 
2001. But after becoming “in¬ 
creasingly disaffected with the di¬ 
rection the company was going,” 
Epstein left. 

“There’s no escaping the fact 
that [Pallotta] had* a brilliant 
idea,” said Epstein, “but he let the 
focus get away.” 

Epstein said that PTW “made a 
strategic decision, with a change 
in the marketing that went from it

Shanti has diversified its work 
portfolio to include contracts out¬ 
side San Francisco and, while 
turning its attention to the AIDS 
epidemic, it has continued to 
work with clients who are fighting 
breast cancer. For that reason, 
even if the agency cannot secure 
the city funding, Sims stressed, “It 
wouldn’t mean the end of Shanti. 
We can survive these latest cuts.” 

Sims said the agency is hoping 
its new ad campaign will play a big 
role in helping to cure its financial 
troubles. Originally meant to bol¬ 
ster the public’s awareness of 
Shanti, the agency is now using it 
to also generate needed funds and 
volunteers. 

One ad shows a black man 
with the tagline “A terminal illness 
saved my life.” Another is of a 
middle-aged white man with the 
tagline “I really started living 
when I was told I was dying.” 

Another ad shows a woman in 
her 20s who has breast cancer and 
the words “An incurable disease 
turned my life around.” 

“It is meant to provoke a reac¬ 
tion from people. It is not meant to 
be self-congratulatory. We wanted 
the messages to be about life-threat¬ 
ening illnesses,” explained Sims. “We 
wanted people to stop in their 
tracks. We hope they look at that ad 
and ask ‘What are they saying?”’ 


The campaign was set to 
launch two months ago but Sims 
postponed it in order to first show 
the ads to HIV prevention offi¬ 
cials. There was some concern the 
ad’s messages could be read as an 
endorsement of bug-chasing, 
where men seek to become infect¬ 
ed with the HIV virus. 

“We wanted to make sure the 
campaign did not encourage peo¬ 
ple seeking out infection,” ex¬ 
plained Sims. “We shared it with 
HIV prevention officials who did 
not see a problem with the ads.” 

Sims said he liked the campaign 
because it challenges people’s views 
on what it means to be diagnosed 
with a potentially fatal disease. 

“Whereas there are those peo¬ 
ple who see a life-threatening ill¬ 
ness as a death sentence, we see 
everyday people who show that 
the reverse is true,” said Sims. 

Through an anonymous donor 
who gave the agency a $ 10,000 gift, 
which the board of directors added 
to by raising $5,000, Shanti teamed 
up with the Publicis & Hal Riney 
Inc. agency to create the new cam¬ 
paign. The campaign will appear in 
the june issue of San Francisco 
magazine, in bus kiosks, and on 
billboards in Muni and BART sta¬ 
tions. 

The ads lead people to a new 
Web site - Shanti.org/helpout - 
where they can learn how to vol¬ 
unteer their time or make a dona¬ 
tion to the agency. To coincide 
with the campaign, which is re¬ 


branding Shanti as an agency of 
“people transforming lives,” a 
team of volunteers will be calling 
donors and asking for their re¬ 
newed support. 

Macy’s agreed last month to 
name Shanti a major beneficiary 
of its fall AIDS benefit, Macy’s 


Passport. Sims said he hopes the 
new ads will also bring other 
donors to the agency. 

“It is not we at Shanti but all of 
us working together to affect that 
change” of transforming lives, said 
Sims. 

Shanti is also inviting anyone 


who’s been associated with the 
agency - whether as a client or vol¬ 
unteer - over the years to be a part 
of its LGBT Pride Parade contin¬ 
gent.

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be sexually different,” said Hill¬ 
man, emphasizing that the med¬ 
ical model of concealment is 
based on the notion that nobody 
can handle the truth, which trans¬ 
lates as shame for the intersex 
child. Concealing sexual variance 
is also “informed by homopho¬ 
bia,” she said, in that genital and 
reproductive “success” stories are 
defined by the ability to have het¬ 
erosexual sex and relationships. 
Hillman expressed opposition to 
any interventions that are not 


medically necessary and per¬ 
formed solely for doctors’ and 
parents’ comfort levels. 

Others who testified included 
people with chromosomal varia¬ 
tions, like local activist David 
Cameron, who has Klinefelter’s 
syndrome, or a chromosomal 
makeup of XXY. 

Cameron was given testos¬ 
terone treatment without any dis¬ 
cussion of how he wanted to pre¬ 
sent in his gender or any warnings 
of the side effects of the hormone. 
As a result, he said, his body 
changed in ways that disgusted 
him, his prostate enlarged to the 
point that he could not urinate, he 


went bald, and his increased sex 
drive contributed to his contract¬ 
ing HIV. 

“It’s critical that children get 
adequate information about the 
negative effects of hormones, in¬ 
cluding cancer risks,” said 
Cameron, whose own hormonal 
treatment began long after his 
teenage years. “I felt deceived 
when I was not told the whole 
truth, even as an adult.” 

Testimony from all those who 
spoke and wrote in will be com¬ 
piled and summarized into a full 
report, which will include policy 
recommendations for the city to 
consider adopting. ▼

things led away the core commit¬ 
ted riders.” 

To contend with competition

Pepperspray to 
put out at Studio I

P epperspray are inundating me with stuff — 
flyers galore; a poster for their Saturday, June 5 
GenderFuck Rock ’n’ Roll Party, Quadrasexu- 
al, at Studio Z (314 11th St.); a band bumper- 
sticker; a photo album of their gigs over the 
years; a cool T-shirt with the logo by 
renowned artist Jim Winters. I’m surprised they aren’t 
throwing in Pepperspray dolls, but no doubt market¬ 
ing them is only a matter of time. 

All the bands playing at Quadrasexual are transgen¬ 
der, and attendees will get a broad cross-section of the 
scene, from Pepperspray s glam-punk/power-pop covers 
and originals, to The Woodyz’ drag-king swing and 
rockabilly tunes, to the punk power trio Frootie Flavors, 
to Lipstick Conspiracy, who wowed the crowd at the lat¬ 
est Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence Easter Celebration in 
Dolores Park, to Shawna Virago and the Deadly Night¬ 
shades, a mainstay in the local queer rock scene. 

I’m hanging out with the Pepperspray gang, includ¬ 
ing Princess Kennedy, the former Mormon girl from 
Salt Lake City, Utah, who has a BA in theater, loves to 
sing, and has been a stylist for more than six years at 
Glama-Rama, the hair salon of the rock stars; Jordan 
L’Moore, the show-stopping female impersonator who 
performs for corporate events as well as for queer 
punks and leather people; Precious Moments (Michael 
Soldier), the up-and-coming porn star with a voice of 
gold and a body to die for; studly guitarist Tinkle Pe¬ 
terson (Peter Fogel), the brains behind the group; and 
keyboardist Peggy L’Eggs (Matthew Simmons), the 
comedic delight of countless variety shows, who was 
classically trained in theatre in Dublin, Ireland. 

All of them are vocalists, and the joke about Pep¬ 
perspray has been that it’s made up of a bunch of drag 
queens who all want to be lead vocalist — which is just 
about right, except these guys are super-sharp and 
don’t trip over each other. They sometimes play up a 
discordant image to the audience’s delight, but truly 
they’re trannies in harmony (thanks to vocal coach 
Trauma Flintstone) who nonetheless manage to come 
across as punks. 

We’re in Jordan L’Moore’s spiffy designer-gay Vic¬ 
torian in the Upper Haight, gathered around the din¬ 
ing room table. Everyone is waiting for Mr. Ice (bassist

The kludge Boy' 
stands out In a

I t starts off as a joke. Perry, a well-built 
farmboy, urges Duncan, a scrawny, 
barely pubescent, oddball kid, to put 
on his recently dead mom’s wedding 
dress. For gay audiences, the realiza¬ 
tion that Perry and Duncan are sitting in 
a barn in rural Vermont, home of civil 


unions, lends an extra-zany zest to a scene 
in The Mudge Boy that shifts between the 
good and bad kind of voyeurism.

While The Mudge Boy was produced 
for the Showtime cable channel, its 
virtues are best appreciated on the big 
screen.

Cannes do 

A lot of attention 
Stateside has ac¬ 
crued to the 57th 
Cannes Film Fest’s 
Palme d’Or winner, 
Michael Moore’s documentary 
on the horrors of the Bush II 
years, Fahrenheit 9/11. Rightly so. 
But Out There was just as excited 
to hear the buzz on the fest’s 
opener, Spanish director Pedro 
Almodovar’s Bad Education, de¬ 
scribed as an intricate portrait of 
friends, lovers, film fanatics, trans¬ 
vestites and Roman Catholic 
priests. It stars yummy Gael Gar¬ 
cia Bernal and Fele Martinez in 
the story of a director making a 
film about his first love, an old 
chum at the Catholic school they 
attended as boys. The movie 
imagines the two boys as adults, 
one a transvestite trying to black¬ 
mail the priest who sexually 
abused him. 

Almodovar told CNN his new 
film was not intended to be 
church-bashing. “I don’t believe it 
is an anti-clerical film,” Almod¬ 
ovar said. “I believe, in fact, that 
it’s not necessary to be anti-cleri¬ 
cal. The church is going through 
its own problems. It’s destroying 
itself. In Spain, at least, the church 
is its own worst enemy.” Bad Edu¬ 
cation opened in Spain in March 
to solid box-office, and rolls out to 
other European countries through 
the end of the year, when it makes 
its Stateside debut.

Celebrating the 
longest run in Babylon 

'Beach Blanket Babylon's 30th anniversary 


by Richard Dodds 


t’s the 30th anniversary of 
Beach Blanket Babylon, and Jo 
Schuman Silver is clearing up 
some of the misconceptions sur¬ 
rounding the revue of big hats, 
song bites, and pop-culture satire. 
Like, for example, that the show 
was an underground hit before 
becoming a mainstream phenom¬ 
enon. 

“Steve Silver opened this show 
on June 7, 1974,” said his widow, 
“and he asked his friend Charlotte 
Maillarcf Schultz, who is now chief 
of protocol, how he could get 
everyone to come. So she gave a 
party for her sister-in-law on 
opening night, and all the society 
people came and loved it. And 
Cyril Magnin, who was chief of 
protocol, was inviting every visit¬ 
ing dignitary to the show. Every¬ 
body thought it was underground 
because it’s this cute little show.” 

Silver died of AIDS nine years 
ago, and there are misconceptions, 
Schuman Silver said, about that as 
well. It was reported in the daily 
press after he died that he had first 
tested positive in ’84 and had hid 
the news from even his closest 
friends for six years. Not so, said 
Schuman Silver. 

“He got full-blown AIDS in 
1990,” she said, “but he never 
knew [he was positive]. He 
thought he might be, but he never 
took the test. And then in March 
of ’90, he got pneumocystis. It 
sounds weird because it was hang¬ 
ing over his head all those years, 
but it was kind of like, ‘OK. I got 
it. Let’s deal with it.’” 

Silver spent five years dealing 
with it while continuing to work. 
In ’95, his condition began to de¬ 
teriorate. He married Jo Schuman 
a few months before he died, be¬ 
cause, it is widely thought, he 
wanted to guarantee that the show 
would continue under her specif¬ 
ic control. 

“That had nothing to do with 
it,” said Silver’s widow. “I always 
knew I was going to marry him 
since the day I met him. It had 
nothing to do with the show be¬ 
cause I could have gotten the show 
anyway if he so desired. It sounds 
nuts, but we really never even 
thought about what it was going 
to be like when Steve wasn’t here.” 

Whether or not the gregarious 
yet private Steve Silver was gay, 
straight, or bi is not a question 
Schuman Silver is about to settle. 
“Steve never discussed his person¬ 
al life when he was here,” she said, 
“and it’s not really my place to dis¬ 
cuss his personal life with him 
gone.” 

But it was Schuman Silver who 
helped convince Silver to go pub¬ 
lic with his disease. “There was a 
benefit at the Museum of Modern 
Art, and it was the first time many 
people had seen him since it was 
mentioned in Herb Caen’s col¬ 
umn that Steve had AIDS. He was 
nervous, and we walked in, and 
there was the cream of San Fran¬ 
cisco society. People came over 
and kissed him and hugged and 
loved him.” 

Learning curve 

Until she inherited ownership 
of Beach Blanket Babylon, Schu¬ 
man Silver had no official role 
with the show. “He was running

the show up until the day he died,” 
she said. “I learned by the seat of 
my pants.” 

But Schuman Silver had been 
an unofficial consultant for years. 
“I was involved creatively, in that 
he and I were so close,” she said. 
“We were soulmates, and every¬ 
thing he put in the show he ran by 
me. Since the day I came to see 
Beach Blanket in 1982,1 so totally 
got the show and got him.” 

The feelings were mutual. “I 
was going through his papers, and 
I found a will he made out in 
1983, when I had only known him 
a year, and because he felt such a 
connection, I was getting his 
show. I was married to someone 
else at the time.” (Her husband, 
clothing manufacturer-Adolph 
Schuman, died in 1985.) 

Against Silver’s wishes, Schul- 
man Silver closed the show on the 
day of his funeral. “It was on a 
Thursday, and on Friday morning 
I woke up and Hugh Grant had 
been arrested with a prostitute. So 
I called our director Kenny 
Maslow at 6 in the morning, and 
in my raucous voice, I said, 
‘Kenny, get up. Hugh Grant was 
arrested, and we’ve got to get him 
into the show tonight. Every¬ 
body’s watching to see if this show 
can keep going.’ We got Hugh 
Grant in that night.” 

There has been consistency 
among the BBB team throughout 
its run, both behind the scenes 
and onstage, where performers Val 
Diamond and Renee Lubin can 
count their runs in decades. Schu¬ 
man Silver and company strive to 
keep the pop culture references 
fresh, and Schulman Silver goes 
slashing the minute audiences no 
longer respond to a gag. The Clin- 
ton-Lewinsky scandal had a long 
run, but a reference to the Janet 
Jackson costume malfunction 
proved to have a short shelf-life. 

George W. Bush has been hard¬ 
er to spoof than his predecessor. 
“When he first got into the White 
House, we had him dressed as Little 
Lord Fauntleroy riding a tricycle. 
When 9/11 happened, we pulled 
him, and then we put him back in. 
We’re very careful. I was going to 
try something with Condoleezza, 
but it was a little too touchy.” 

For a series of 30th-anniver- 
sary performances honoring vari¬ 
ous local arts groups, Schuman 
Silver viewed videos going back to 
1974 for classic moments to re¬ 
vive. “For the opening number, 
we’re doing the Ascot number that 
Steve did when the Queen of Eng¬ 
land saw the show in 1983. I 
would like to keep it in for the 


whole month, but I think the cast 
would kill me because the hats are 
very, very heavy.” 

The San Francisco Opera, Sym¬ 
phony, Ballet, and the American 
Conservatory Theater are each re¬ 
ceiving $100,000 grants from the 
Steve Silver Foundation, and such 
luminaries as Olympia Dukakis, 
Michael Tilson Thomas, and Fred¬ 
erica von Stade will make cameo 
appearances on different nights. 
Later in June, Marin Theatre 
Company, San Jose Rep, and 
Berkeley Rep will have their re¬ 
spective nights, and receive 
$10,000 each from the foundation. 

“We put together a wonderful 
seven-minute film about Steve Sil¬ 
ver,” Schuman said. “If it plays in 
this theater and is as good as we 
think it is, I might run it for every 
performance in June.” 

Beach Blanket Babylon has 
played more than 11,000 perfor¬ 
mances. It’s sold out a few months 
in advance. “I see it going on as 
long as I’m alive,” Schuman Silver 
said. “I don’t know what’s going to 
happen when I’m not here, but this 
show deserves to go on forever.” ▼

San Francisco Opera summer season ahead

t makes sense that the per¬ 
forming arts companies in a 
vacation destination such as 
San Francisco would lighten up 
during the summer season. San 
Francisco Symphony presents 
popular singers and canon-en¬ 
hanced Tchaikovsky programs. 
San Francisco Ballet generally 
ducks having to dumb down by 
touring in the summer, or letting 
its dancers have an extended vaca¬ 
tion. 

San Francisco Opera, on the 
other hand, has an enviable record 
of high-mindedness during June 


and July. Ever since Lotfi Man- 
souri decided to stretch his fall 
season into the new year, there 
have been such notable events as 
Wagner’s Ring of the Nibelung, a 
Mozart festival, a Richard Strauss 
festival with a rare performance of 
Daphne, and a Rossini Fest with 
the even rarer Ermione. 

There is no theme to this sum¬ 
mer’s SFO presentations. The 
three-opera season opens with La 
Boheme on June 5, but the next 
two works are hardly tourist fare.* 
Leos Janacek’s The Cunning Little 
Vixen (June 11 - July 1) is joined by 
Ferruccio Busoni’s Doktor Faust 
(June 15-July 3). Both pieces, 
though not new to the Bay Area 
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thanks to Kent Nagano, are SFO 
premieres and will be presented in 
their original languages (Czech 
and German) with English super¬ 
titles. 

I have some doubts about the 
viability of Vixen in a huge space 
like the War Memorial. Its quiet, 
pantheistic philosophy may be 
lost in that barn built for Strauss, 
Wagner and loud voices. (A wait¬ 
er, not knowing who she was, once 
asked Leonie Rysanek if she’d at¬ 
tended the “screaming at the 
Opera House” that night? The 
diva, who had just sung Salome, 
fixed him with a beady eye and 
replied, “Yes, I was the chief 
screamer.”) 

Anyway, with AD Pamela 
Rosenberg’s penchant for strong 
production values, this 2003 Vixen 
from the Bregenz Festival, by di¬ 
rector Daniel Slater and designer 
Robert Innes Hopkins (both mak¬ 
ing SFO debuts), will undoubted¬ 
ly be long on clever jokes, trans¬ 
formations and spectacle. It is set 
in a 1960s Czech pub, and report¬ 
edly plays up the anthropomor¬ 
phism of the story — though 
Janacek was ambiguous about 
identifying his animal characters 
with the humans who learned 
about death and renewal from 
them. 

His music is so gorgeous, 
shimmering and tender, that the 
announcement MD Donald Run- 
nicies was not going to conduct 
after all, in favor of Alexander Po- 
lianichko, comes as good news. 
Runnicles tends to overwhelm his 
cast on opening nights with an ex¬ 
cess of adrenaline, and since Vixen 
Sharpears is being sung by the ret¬ 
icent Dawn Upshaw, it would be 
easy to drown her out. The other

main cast members are Dagmar 
Peckova as the Vixen’s foxy hus¬ 
band, and Sir Thomas Allen as the 
Forester. In May, Runnicles said 
that SFO had tried to secure the 
services of Sir Charles Mackerras, 
the world’s leading Janacek con¬ 
ductor, but apparently, ill health 
prevented his appearance. 

I prefer Vaclav Neumann’s at¬ 
mospheric, idiomatic ’81 
Supraphon recording with 
Gabriela Benackova, but Sir 
Charles’ Decca set with Lucia 
Popp and the full-blooded Vienna 
Philharmonic is sonically superi¬ 
or. Anyone interested in this un¬ 
derrated conductor, whom we will 
probably never hear again in SF, 
should look for his cheeky CD of 
Stravinsky’s ’ll “Petrouchka” with 
the London Symphony, reissued 
on Vanguard Classics Super 
Audio. 

Faustian bargain 

Just as I first heard Cunning

Little Vixen conducted by Kent 
Nagano, in an ad hoc presentation 
played with a witty English libret¬ 
to by Ross Halper, so did Nagano 
present my first-ever live Doktor 
Faust with the Berkeley Sympho¬ 
ny. There is much non-vocal 
music in this ’24 piece, which 
Runnicles will conduct: an open¬ 
ing Symphonia, two intermezzi 
(one for organ; one for orchestra 
in the manner of a sarabande) and 
a couple of preludes. 

This is also a great choral piece, 
and SFO’s hard-working, under¬ 
paid and often magnificent chorus 
should make a meal of it. One of 
my favorite musical sequences is 
the second-act choral duel be¬ 
tween Catholic and Protestant 
students in a Wittenberg tavern. 
The verbal argument is boring 
and academic, but the music is 
electrifying, culminating in a 
vocal brawl that incorporates 
Martin Luther’s “Ein’ feste Burg.”

Channeling the diva 

Rita Moreno as Callas in 'Master Class'

hen you see a play like 
V,, M Master Class, you want to 
forget as much as possible 
that you’re watching an actress 
play Maria Callas. That’s one rea¬ 
son why Zoe. Caldwell was so suc¬ 
cessful in the original Broadway 
production, and why Faye Dun¬ 
away didn’t fare as well in a travel¬ 
ing company that played San 
Francisco in 1997. 

Caldwell is a highly respected 
actress, but she doesn’t have a fa¬ 
mous persona that she needed to 
squeeze into the Callas form. But 
with Dunaway, what you saw was 
pretty much Dunaway laboring 
away. The transporting magic 
went missing. 

Now Rita Moreno is starring as 
Callas in Terrence McNally’s play 
at Berkeley Rep, and the news is 
good. Moreno is a famous per¬ 
former, but not so idiosyncratic 
that she can’t convince audiences 
they are watching a fiery legend of 
opera rather than a fiery Anita in 
West Side Story. Most important¬ 
ly, Moreno has the skill and empa¬ 
thy to take us into rarefied airs of 
Maria Callas. 

McNally based his play on a se¬ 
ries of master classes that Callas 
gave at Juilliard in the early 1970s, 
and that were saved on records. 
But McNally cranked up the di- 
vaness, and created student-

teacher clashes that fed on popu¬ 
lar impressions of a temperamen¬ 
tal legend who had lost her voice 
and her man. 

It takes only a few moments to 
accept Moreno as Callas, who is 
frightening to the students but 
often amusing to the audience. 
Callas is oblivious to a self-ab¬ 
sorption that can prevent the as¬ 
piring singers from getting out 
more than a few notes. Moreno 
brings us enough into Callas’ head 
that we know when a seemingly 


innocuous comment is' going to 
wind her up. We gasp and then 
laugh, knowing that a stinging re¬ 
tort is on its way. 

Where the play has never 
worked well are in the reveries 
that send Callas mining through 
memories of triumphs and disas¬ 
ters in her career and her relation¬ 
ship with Aristotle Onassis. These 
often-lurid interludes aren’t near¬ 
ly as interesting as the play they 
interrupt. While director Moises 
Kaufman has tried to open up 
these scenes with gowned specters 
in the lofts, neither he nor Moreno 
have found a way to make them 
work. 

But mostly it’s fun to watch 
Moreno spar with a succession of 
students: the clueless Sophie 
(Donna Lynne Champlin), the 
cocky Tony (Kevin Paul Ander¬ 
son), and the increasingly angry 
Sharon (Sherry Boone). “You 
want to make the world danger¬ 
ous for everyone,” Sharon spits 
out, “just because it was for you.” 

McNally lets Sharon score 
some points off Callas, but clearly 
his playwright’s heart is with the 
diva. And Moreno is a terrific 
channeler of this passion. ▼

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Triumph over tyranny 

San Francisco Symphon/s 'Fidelio' scores

3 he San Francisco Symphony 
ended its May festival, 
Beethoven's Vienna: Scenes 
from a Musical Revolution, last 
week with two semi-staged per¬ 
formances of the composer’s only 
opera, Fidelio. 

From a purely instrumental 
standpoint, it proved a fitting cli¬ 
max to the series and a tri¬ 
umphant reminder of conductor 
Michael Tilson Thomas’ funda¬ 
mental grasp of large musical 
forms. Vance George’s SFS Chorus 
also added depth and grandeur to 
a conception that fell, surprising¬ 
ly, short on dramatic terms. 

If any opera can stand up to a 
bare-bones concert reading, it 
should be Fidelio. The story is un¬ 
complicated, and the exposition is 
handled masterfully in the brief 
spoken dialogue. Splendid and 
profound musical numbers make 
the characters’ thoughts and moti¬ 
vations understandable, so there is 
little need for superfluous action. 

The moral of the tale is plain 
from the outset: tyranny and the 
suppression of personal freedom 
don’t stand a chance in the face of 
love and undying loyalty. 

The director, Stephen Pickover, 
moved the players easily about, 
creating some pleasing stage pic¬ 
tures, but his decision to add a few 
lighting effects and basic sets (ac¬ 
complished attractively by Alan 
Burrett and Daniel Hubp) proved 
rather unnecessary. If anyone still 
needed help, the subtitles, promi¬ 
nently displayed, literally spelled 
out the plot. 

The subtitles were, in fact, 
often amusingly unidiomatic, but 
the biggest mistake of the produc¬ 
tion was the insertion of a narra¬ 
tor. L. Peter Callender spoke his 
wince-inducing lines with a pom¬ 
posity worthy of high school 
Shakespeare, though his diction 
was remarkably clear. Interesting¬ 
ly enough, and cautiously, no one 
took a writing credit. 

The cast was vocally equipped 
for a good lectern reading, and 


they all looked convincing enough 
for a fully-staged performance. 
With few exceptions, however, 
they seldom rose to the dramatic 
demands of the score. 

Tenor Robert Gambill, as the 
political prisoner Florestan, sang 
impressively, anchoring the sec¬ 
ond act with gallant nobility. His 
understated suffering played well 
against soprano Tina Kiberg’s 
strong portrayal of his valiant wife 
Leonore.

Kiberg is a handsome woman, 
almost convincing in drag. One 
could suspend disbelief long 
enough to think she might actual¬ 
ly fake her way into Florestan’s 
dungeon cell. Of course, her 
singing would easily give her away. 
The warmth of her middle regis¬ 
ter and rather hesitant upper 
range created a sympathetic inter¬ 
pretation, but one that never truly 
caught fire. Her great Act I aria 
lacked the requisite intensity, and 
her acting was generalized. 

Jail bird 

Bass Paul Plishka enacted the 
part of Rocco the jailer, proving 
that his years of experience have 
only sharpened his skill, and he 
still possesses a fine voice. There 
are moments of humor and wit in 
Fidelio , and he made the most of 
them. 


The smaller roles were well 
taken by some unfamiliar names. 
Soprano Anna Christy displayed a 
bright and tightly controlled vi¬ 
brato as Rocco’s sweetly clueless 
daughter, Marzeline; and her hap¬ 
less suitor, Jaquino, was also pleas¬ 
ingly sung by tenor Eric Cutler. 

The despfcable Don Pizzaro 
sounded evil enough in the hands 
of baritone Tom Fox, who elicited

some good-natured booing dur¬ 
ing his curtain call; and bass 
Daniel Borowski was also fine in 
the rather faceless role of the 
righteous Don Fernando. 

It was the orchestra and chorus 
that really underlined the sym¬ 
phonic aspects of MTT’s interpre¬ 
tation and the ultimate ineffectu¬ 
ality of the staging. Their perfor¬ 
mance supplied the exaltation that 
was lacking throughout most of 
the evening. 

A straight concert rendition 
would have worked just as well. It 
might also have made more sense 
in the context of the festival itself. 
The conductor may have been 
working in the dark, with his back 
to the audience, but he still stole 
the show. 

More importantly, he trans¬ 
formed Beethoven’s operatic tes¬ 
tament to the triumph of love and 
freedom into an ode to the joy of 
pure music. T

Shades of Meyerbeer! 

This basically dark, sardonic 
piece left unfinished by the com¬ 
poser’s death in ’24 (it was pre¬ 
miered in Dresden the following 
year) is available in several record¬ 
ings, but the one to have is 
Nagano’s with the Lyon Opera 
(Erato). Not only are the principal 
roles (Dietrich Henschel as Faust; 
Kim Begley as Mephistopheles) 
well sung, but Nagano records 


both tne Fhilipp Jarnacti ( IS) and 
Antony Beaumont (’94) comple¬ 
tions, neither of which SFO 
(rightly, in my estimation) will 
perform. 

The fact that Doktor Faust is a 
Stuttgart production by those Al- 
cina mischief-makers Jossi Wieler 
and Sergio Morabito may give 
one pause, but in addition to 
Runnicles’ firm hand in the pit, 
the principals appear to have 
been cast from strength. Rodney 
Gilfry is the Faust (wanna bet 
Weiler/Morabito make use of his 
athletic figure and movie-star 


good looks?) and Chris Merritt is 
the Devil, cast as a tenor in Boito. 
Merritt had a spectacular if 
short-lived career as a bel canto 
specialist, then morphed without 
a blip into heavy-duty modern 
character tenor parts such as the 
Leper in St. Francis of Assisi and 
Aron in Schoenberg’s Moses und 
Aron. 

Tourists and locals had best 
strap it on. This is not your moth¬ 
er’s summer vacation music. V

and Catherine Scott-Clark’s The 

Amber Room (Walker & Co.) in¬ 
vestigates the true story behind 
the fate of the famed audience hall 
entirely clad in amber. The marvel 
was created in 1701 for the gay old 
King of Prussia, Frederick I, 
crowned in the Baltic port city 
Konigsberg. Within two genera¬ 
tions, it had been gifted as part of 
a treaty to Peter the Great of 
Russia and shipped, part and par¬ 
cel, over to St. Petersburg. Kinky 
royal thing Empress Catherine 
II of Russia fitted it out with four 


tons of amber for her own private 
playroom. 

In 1941, when the Nazis invad¬ 
ed, Soviet teams packed trains full 
with state treasures from the 
Catherine Palace and evacuated 
them to Siberia. As for the Am- 
bertorium, young curator Ana¬ 
toly Kuchumov decided not to 
try and dismantle the damn thing, 
for, as you can imagine, they were 
in a rush, their expected guests 
being the marauding Huns. To try 
to disguise the amber walls, they 
did a quick plaster and wallpaper 
job over them. That was sure 
dumb! 

Nazis occupied the Palace and 
found the hidden treasure imme¬ 


diately. The Room was dismantled 
and shipped to Konigsberg Castle, 
where it was displayed (’42). 
When Allied air raids hit the cas¬ 
tle, the Amber Room was disman¬ 
tled and packed into crates. 

No one could find the crates 
when Konigsberg fell to the Red 
Army (’45). The first Soviet inves¬ 
tigation team concluded that the 
Amber Room had been destroyed, 
but their findings were sup¬ 
pressed. An East German maga¬ 
zine leaked the story that the 
Amber Room survived the war 
and was hidden on German terri¬ 
tory (’58). The Bernsteinzimmer 
Report claimed the AR was buried

Talking with father and son directors

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n 1971, pioneering black di¬ 
rector Melvin Van Peebles had 
the then-revolutionary idea of 
sympathetically depicting a strong 
black man battling corrupt cops 
on film. Melvin’s son Mario, play¬ 
ing his dad complete with all his 
unlovely mood swings and ma¬ 
nipulative agendas intact, now 
tells the story of the making of 
Sweet Sweetback’s Baadasssss Song, 
and it’s a totally fresh spin on the 
life behind those funky ’70s hair¬ 
styles and clothes. 

Every move Melvin makes, 
from being hit on by a lecherous 
so-called producer, to faking out 
the all-white union out by pre¬ 
tending to shoot a black porn 
film, to recruiting an assistant 
soundman from a deadly part of 
the ’hood, to hiring the then- 
fledgling jazz group Earth, Wind 
and Fire to do the soundtrack, to 
having son Mario play a sex scene 
at age 13, to punching out his 
young white film editor, to field¬ 
ing mob calls while collapsing at 
his editing machine, leaves us 
wondering if the film we know got 
made will get made. Baadasssss! 
joins the ranks of Big Picture and 
Living in Oblivion in capturing the 
costs of living the dream. 

In 1968, the front page of the 
show business Bible Daily Variety 
proclaimed “Mel Van Peebles Uni¬ 
versal’s 1st Negro Producer-Direc¬ 
tor.” After an extremely peripatetic 
career that included stints as a 
cable-car gripman and a French 
novelist, Melvin Van Peebles had 
seemingly arrived at the place where 
money talks and nobody walks. 

Only Melvin felt his career was 
still without wheels. Hired in ’70 
to direct the “Negro” comedy Wa¬ 
termelon Man, Van Peebles saw 
himself as a Hollywood field- 
hand. Taking his cut from Water¬ 
melon Man, minus next month’s 
rent, he set about the quixotic task 
of raising the money to shoot the 
first black indie, Sweet Sweetback’s 
Baaadasssss Song, from some very 
questionable people on the fringe 
of respectable Hollywood. In son 
Mario’s account, Baadasssss!, 
Melvin finds more than one pro¬ 
ducer wanting a jump in the pool 
in exchange for backing. Mario 
explains his movie’s scene as a 
composite of several things taken 
from his dad’s book about the 
making of Sweet Sweetback.

“There are all kinds of folks in 
Hollywood, whether they’re 
straight of gay or white or green 
or yellow, that have other stuff 
going on. And when you’re new 
and you come to Hollywood, 
those stories are legendary. My 
dad had to have the people skills 
to step around those different sit¬ 
uations, and obviously he did, be¬ 
cause he was able to navigate it.” 

Slug test 

To get his film made his way, 
Melvin had to fire his black pro¬ 
ducer from the porn industry 
(David Alan Grier in Baadasssss!) 
and actually slug his young white 
film editor when the kid threat¬ 
ened to quit the film. Melvin says 
these incidents illustrate one thing. 

“Somebody was in my way. It’s 
that simple. Technically, the editor 
signed on for the whole time. There 
was no way I could train someone 
to know all the cuts in the film. 
There was just the two of us in 
there, so part of my memory was 
getting ready to walk out. I treated 
my memory just the way I would 
have treated my alter ego. ‘No way, 
Jose, you’re going to do this!”’ 

Mario jumps in to explain. 
“My dad is an equal-opportunity 
asskicker. He’s a democratic cat 
and he was making that movie, as 
Malcolm X would say, ‘by any 
means necessary.’” 

Mario Van Peebles, who recalls 
growing up a counterculture kid, 
shopping at the Diggers’ store and 
walking picket lines in San Fran¬ 
cisco, has in the past two decades 
jumpstarted a sensational career 


of his own, including directing pi¬ 
oneering films like New Jack City, 
where he took on the then-bur¬ 
geoning crack cocaine epidemic 
from a black perspective; and an 
acting role in Michael Mann’s Ali. 

Mario says shooting 
Baadasssss! was like a step back 
into time. He was, like his dad, 
shooting an intensely personal 
film, using his own kids in the 
cast, and finding himself cracking 
the whip to get the job done, just 
the way Melvin had with him on 
Sweet Sweetback. “My son is my 
movie, Baadasssss! I found when 
the sun was going down, and we 
were losing our light, and he 
wanted to go have lunch, I said, 
‘No, you gotta stay right here and 
jump on this bed and put the 
manger wings back on.’ I found 
myself back in Van Peebleland, 
saying,‘This is important, and this 
is the way it’s gotta be!”’ 

As for the title, Melvin explains 
it was a matter of sex and language 
coming together for one kickass 
marketing ploy. “In the old days, a 
pimp or gigolo was called a sweet¬ 
back man, because when you make 
love, you use your back. If you do it 
well, you got a sweetback. 

“When I decided on the title, I 
could have called it The Ballad of 
the Indomitable Sweetback. But I 
go with Marshall McLuhan, who 
says the medium is part of the 
message. The alliteration of Sweet 
Sweetback’s Baadasssss Song, this 
was before the phrase Eubonics 
had been invented, but the people 
that I had in my target audience 
would understand the whole reso¬ 
nance of the title.” 

Mario notes that Sweet Sweet¬ 
back broke ground for more than 
just the blaxploitation films that 
followed in the wake of its huge 
box-office success. “I say that 
Melvin Van Peebles made the first 
black power film. The black power 
movement spearheaded the 
women’s movement, the gay 
movement and the antiwar move¬ 
ment. And if you look at indepen¬ 
dent film and how my dad 
changed it, you have all kinds of 
films from other people who had 
been marginalized. So his win was 
a big win for all of us.” ▼

In Mother, Hanif Kureishi, 
screenwriter of the 1986 classic 
gay comedy My Beautiful Laun- 
drette, creates a witty, leisurely 
paced and sobering look at how a 
seemingly well-adjusted senior 
can morph into a “recycled 
teenager.” Although a plea to abol¬ 
ish dated taboos about sex be¬ 
tween the generations, the lessons 
in The Mother are far closer to the 
darkly funny ruminations on a 
wasted life of Jack Nicholson’s re¬ 
tired businessman in About 
Schmidt than the New Age bro¬ 
mides of Harold and Maude. 

Kureishi says having May shag 
a workman in her son’s spare 
room was a bombshell of a plot 
device, like the one in Laundrette. 
“When the two boys started to kiss 
it shocked me, and I thought, ‘Oh, 
it’ll shock other people if it shocks 
me.’ I didn’t know quite why these 
two blokes were snogging, and

n the new film The Mother, a 
plain, almost dowdy older 
British woman finds herself on 
her knees in front of a strapping 
workman. Set adrift by the sud¬ 
den death of her husband, her in¬ 
hibitions loosened by a wine-fu¬ 
eled lunch, May finds herself as 
shocked as we are at what she’s 
asking the younger man to do. 

Anne Reid delivers a tightly 
controlled if powerfully conflicted 
portrait of a lonely woman 
trapped between grief and a sud¬ 
den desire to catch up with all the 
life she missed out on. Reid subtly 
projects the bland surface calm of 
a woman you could find yourself 
chatting to pleasantly on the sub¬ 
way, and then totally forgetting. 
May finds herself plunging into a 
intensely physical relationship 
with the disgruntled carpenter 
who’s building an addition to her 
distracted son’s London town- 
house and sleeping with her des¬ 
perately unhappy daughter.

why it made the film work.” 

Similarly, he became interested 
in writing about an older woman, 
ignored by her family, who has 
many conflicts with her daughter 
and takes her daughter’s lover. “It 
seemed a stretch for me to try and 
inhabit the mind of a woman like 
this.” 

Kureishi jokes that it took his 
own bout with therapy to invent 
May and the dicey, bad-seed rela¬ 
tionship she has with her whining, 
unfulfilled daughter. “I had be¬ 
come interested in psychobabble 
and people who speak in therapy 
cliches, and it amused me to think 
of a woman who had had therapy 
confronting her mother about is¬ 
sues from her childhood. But of 
course they were both speaking 
different languages. What I then 
wanted to do was to bring in the 
character played by Daniel Craig, 
over whom they fight. He’s the 
only person who’s nice to May. 

“She strikes up a relationship 
with a guy who actually talks to 
her. He’s beautiful, and he’s inter¬ 
ested in her, so she begins to fall in 
love with him. I don’t think we 
ever believe that this is going to be 
a long-sustained relationship. 
What we see is that this passion 
changes her life.” 

Dirty laundry 

Kureishi recalls being disap¬ 
pointed, in the 1986 Laundrette, 
that he was unable to fashion a 
larger-scale, Godfather-like story 
about the impact of Pakistani im¬ 
migrants to England, many of 
whom got ahead by selling drugs. 
Noting that he covered much of 
this ground in his novel The Bud¬ 
dha of Suburbia (serialized on 
BBC-TV by Mother director Roger 
Michell), Kureishi notes the irony 
that the sexual yearnings of an el¬ 
derly North England housewife 
represent as bold a statement on 
English life today as two boys kiss¬ 


ing in a laundrette did in ’86. 

“In My Beautiful Laundrette, I 
was interested in writing about 
gay characters, but their sexuality 
was not really discussed. What 
seemed subversive to me at that 
time was the fact that these char¬ 
acters were gay, but it wasn’t a 
problem for them. They weren’t 
played by Dirk Bogarde. 

“Today, I would imagine, 
Omar, the Asian guy who ran the 
laundrette, is probably a multi¬ 
millionaire running a huge chain 
of laundrettes, and I’m sure the 
character played by Daniel Day- 
Lewis has slid into debauchery, al¬ 
coholism and drug abuse.” T

Sitting down with author Tom Dolby

ay author Tom Dolby’s 
debut novel Trouble Boy 
(Kensington Books) is alter¬ 
nately funny, sexy and serious. 
Main character Toby is in his early 
20s and trying to make a name 
and home for himself in Manhat¬ 
tan. At every turn, however, he is 
faced with trouble. Career woes, 
substance abuse, sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases, family matters, 
and social situations provide Toby 
with enough of a story to fill at 
least one book. Dolby deftly han¬ 
dles his subject matter, keeping 
the pages turning and the trouble 
stirring. I recently spoke to Dolby 
about the book. 

Gregg Shapiro: How much of Tom 
Dolby is in Toby? 

Tom Dolby: It’s funny that you 
should ask that. Toby is a real mix 
of different qualities that I have, 
and certainly a lot of fictional 
qualities. In some ways, he’s more 



complicated than I am. In other 
ways, he’s much simpler. I would 
definitely say that there’s some¬ 
thing of me in Toby, but I would¬ 
n’t say that Toby is me. 

Toby has an eclectic circle of 
friends. Would you say that your 
friends served as sources of inspi¬ 


ration for characters in the book? 

Absolutely. A lot of the charac¬ 
ters in the book are composites of 
friends of mine. It’s a real mix. Fact 
and fiction get mixed up. It’s a com¬ 
bination of people that I know, 
mixed with other people, mixed 
with stories that I’ve heard. These 
characters became very real for me 
and took on a life of their own. 

How did the friends who might 
have recognized themselves in the 
book feel about reading fictional¬ 
ized versions of themselves? 

They absolutely love it. There 
are a few characters who are pret¬ 
ty close to friends of mine, so I 
was concerned when I had them 
first read it. To my delight, they 
absolutely loved it and sort of feel 
like they’ve been immortalized. 

The NYC club scene is another 
character in the book. As a 
writer, you had the opportunity to 
combine the experience of going 
out to clubs with doing research. 

I did nightlife reviews for a

number of years. I started doing 
them for the Village Voice when I 
was an intern there, then I wrote a 
guidebook about the downtown 
New York scene. I had a website 
that grew out of that project. For a 
certain period of my life, work and 
play were definitely connected. 

The Trouble Boy has a story with¬ 
in a story: Toby's coming out. 

That was inspired by the emo¬ 
tional truth of my own coming 
out process. It’s not autobiograph¬ 
ical. This is a way in which Toby 
and I really differ. He’s deeply 
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afraid of intimacy. I never really 
had that problem, personally. But I 
wanted to create some back-story 
to explain why sex and crisis were 
sort of inextricably combined. 

In Toby's quest to find a 
boyfriend, he goes through a few, 
including the Goth Boy and the 
Loft Boy, before meeting the Sub¬ 
way Boy. What can you tell me 
about that aspect of the story? 

Some of those characters actu¬ 
ally had real names and some had 
made-up names, because I’d be 
with my friends, and we’d say, 
“Oh, there’s Goth Boy or Weird 
Hair Boy!” I realized that they all 
needed to have those names be¬ 
cause he doesn’t see most of them 
as people. He sees them on the 
surface. I don’t think they see him 
as an individual, either. It’s only 
when he thinks he gets a little bit 
closer to certain characters that he 
finds out their real names. 

The novel also deals with the 
character's brushes with 
HIV/AIDS. Was it important for 
you to include that in the book? 

I didn’t include it for any polit¬ 
ical reason, but if the book is able 
to educate people in some way, 
then that’s a wonderful byprod¬ 
uct. I included it because it’s a part 
of young gay life that is absolutely 
there and ever-present. The threat 
of HIV is there all the time. Any¬ 
one who thinks that it’s gone or 
isn’t a problem anymore is just an 
idiot. The many threats in the 
book include HIV, drug addiction, 
alcoholism, and the threat of los¬ 
ing yourself among people you 
may not be able to trust. 

The Trouble Boy has been com¬ 
pared to Bright Lights, Big City 
and Less Than Zero, which were 
published 20 years ago. Do you 
feel like you're at the forefront of a 
movement in which the lives of 
young people in an urban setting 
will be popular in literature again? 

I wouldn’t exactly say that I’m 
at the forefront. I think those 
books came out as part ot the ’80s 
boom, and they were reflective of 
a certain time period. I think that 
my book is also reflective of a cer¬ 
tain time period, which is that 
pre-September 11, post-dot-com 
era, right around 2000, ’01. It was 
a very specific time in New York’s 
history. I guess I wrote it because I 
couldn’t find anything out there 
that was like this. 

In the book, Toby is working on a 
screenplay. Do you have any interest 
in writing screenplays, say a movie 
adaptation of The Trouble Boy? 

I would love to do that. There 
is some really great cinematic stuff 
in the book. I certainly have dab¬ 
bled in writing screenplays before, 
but writing fiction has always 
been my main passion. 

In a movie version of The Trouble 
Boy, who would you like to see 
play Toby? 

I think I would love to see a gay 
actor play Toby, but the way the 
industry is now, it’s just so hard to 
do that. In terms of a mainstream 
actor, perhaps Elijah Wood. 

What can you tell me about your 
next book? 

My next book is set at a boarding 
school in New England. It is sort of 
about a love triangle between a 
middle-aged female English teacher 
# and one of her male students, and 
also his best friend, who is in the 
process of coming out. ▼ 
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Twenty years later, oddball 
Travis, now a prominent history 
professor at his alma mater, is a fa¬ 
vorite with students thanks to 
some unorthodox teaching meth¬ 
ods (he equates subject matter 
with sports statistics), but he’s 
miserably unlucky in love. 

An injury ended Craig’s bur¬ 
geoning football career, and he’s 
now an upstate New York attorney 
with activist undertones and a soft 
spot for runaways. He’s about to 
marry his boyfriend of 12 years, 
Clayton, though he’s never forgot¬ 
ten his first teenage romance with 
Travis. 

As Travis wades through the 
dating pool (most of his dates 
barely garner a mention on his 
“Boyfriend Checklist”) and doles 
out advice to his straight screen¬ 
writer roommate Gordo, Craig 
takes on the biggest case of his life: 
a run for the State Assembly. But 
it’s Travis who becomes deter¬ 
mined to reunite with Craig and 
sets off on a wild cross-country ad¬ 
venture, providing perfect fodder 
for Gordo’s ultimate screenplay. 

In true fairy-tale fashion, 
Travis nervously insinuates him¬ 
self back into Craig’s life, but will 
the pair end up happily ever after? 
The conclusion is not what hard¬ 
core romantics will expect, but it’s 
still rewarding.

n 1998, Joel B. Tan edited what 
was then hailed as the first an- 
; thology of its kind, Queer PAPI 
Porn: Gay Asian Erotica. (PAPI is 
an acronym for Pilipine Asian Pa¬ 
cific Islander.) One of Tan’s goals 


with that first volume was to fight 
the stereotypes that have seemed 
to bedevil Asian men (at least in 
American culture): that they’re 
“feminine, physically diminutive, 
and submissive.” In this latest col¬ 
lection, Best Gay Asian Erotica, Tan 
seems more intent on celebrating 
the desirability of Asian males 
than on defending them from nar¬ 
row-minded preconceptions. He 
also aims, as he states in his intro-

luger’s second novel (after 
the well-received Last Days 
of Summer ) is another 
laugh-out-loud, wholly engross¬ 
ing, emotive tale, this time high¬ 
lighting the unlikely friendship be¬ 
tween a high school jock and a 
flamboyant, brainy dork. After a 
year of unanticipated friendship 
(and simmering desire) at New 
York’s Beckley School, hunky 
sports hero Craig McKenna and 
Broadway musical-obsessed Travis 
Puckett fall in love during their se¬ 
nior year, spend a hot summer in 
Manhattan, then drift tearfully off 
to different colleges that fall: Travis 
to USC, and Craig to Harvard. 


Though a bit overlong, the live¬ 
ly narrative is kept taut and ab¬ 
sorbing through a parade of news¬ 
paper articles, handwritten notes, 
checklists, court transcripts, 
charts, graphs, and websites, all 
drawn to humorously dramatic ef¬ 
fect. This multimedia fiction for¬ 
mat enhances Kluger’s rapid-fire, 
cinematic premise and makes for 
some fun, imaginatively conceived 
entertainment. Well done. ▼ 


duction, to “navigate around ex¬ 
hausted formulas of erotic story¬ 
telling and nationalist themes.” 

Despite the title of this collec¬ 
tion, and the photo of the beautiful 
young man on the cover, Tan deliv¬ 
ers, as he did in his first collection, 
erotica that’s a cut above the usual. 
In fact, some of the stories from 
that first collection reappear in this 
new one. Among these “reruns” is 
Virgil Vang’s “Mimesis,” in which a 
deaf man becomes involved with a 
highly unusual and intense theater 
group that engages in elaborate sex¬ 
ual rituals. Also among the other 
previously published stories is 
Jason Luz’s “Scherzo for Cunanan,” 
a tale inspired by the brief but 
deadly spree of Versace killer An¬ 
drew Cunanan. A number of other 
stories from the first volume have 
been revised for this new collection. 

Tan notes that many of the sto¬ 
ries lack an obvious PAPI context. 
In John Tunui’s “Liberty,” for ex¬ 
ample, there’s a heated, political¬ 
ly-charged sexual encounter be¬ 
tween a black man and a blonde 
Frenchman. Tan also includes sto¬ 
ries with characters who fall out¬ 
side the mainstream of what is 


typically regarded as sexual desir¬ 
ability — such as the gay dwarf in 
Chen Lin’s “A Hand in the Dark.” 
There’s even a bit of playful su¬ 
pernatural storytelling, as in S.S. 
Bider’s “The Chair,” which de¬ 
scribes a tribe of Malay boys who 
are gifted with a second tongue. 

Noel Alumit, whose debut 
novel Letters to Montgomery Clift 
won critical praise as well as awards 
in 2002, is included in this collec¬ 
tion with his story, “31431 Sanborn 
Avenue #92.” It’s a strangely lyrical 
tale about a young workaholic’s 
obsession with a mysterious lover 
called “the Dreamer.” Though the 
main character is Asian, even self¬ 


consciously so, this fact does not 
seem as important to the story as 
the bizarre relationship he has cul¬ 
tivated with his lover. 

Race relations play a more sig¬ 
nificant role, it seems, in stories like 
Eric Wat’s “Good at Math,” the title 
of which plays on a well-worn 
Asian stereotype. The Asian tutor 
in Wat’s tale seems to take particu¬ 
lar joy in lording it over his young 
Caucasian student, but the dynam¬ 
ics of their sexual relationship are 
played out with admirable com¬ 
plexity. In Sandip Roy’s “Prolonged 
Exposure May Cause Dizziness,” a 
young Asian man tries, unsuccess¬ 
fully, to woo a fellow Asian in a 
gym sauna. Roy’s narrator even 
imagines making a plaintive plea to 
the object of his lust, imaging him¬ 
self explaining “the racism in the 
gay community and why we boys 
of color must stick together.” 

Tan’s collection reminds us of 
just how varied the world of color 
can be. Under the rather expansive 
umbrella of “Asian,” there’s a large, 
diverse world of experience, and 
the writers assembled here take us 
down both familiar and refresh¬ 
ingly unfamiliar paths. ▼

Right bias

(videoclip of Kerry speaking to 
supporters). Pretty difficult to 
misread that. 

It’s also difficult to misread the 
coverage of both candidates by the 
big three networks. In our unsci¬ 
entific poll of counting the vari¬ 
ous newscasts (and factoring in 
that Bush is President, not just a 
candidate), the coverage is about 
three-quarters Bush to one-quar¬ 
ter Kerry. 

Which may have helped yank 
the gloves off Kerry in his cam¬ 
paigning. On May 28, he gave a 
speech in which he acknowledged 
the elephant in the living room of 
the Democrats. Kerry abjured De¬ 
mocrats to stop fearing being 
called unpatriotic by the opposi¬ 
tion. It needed to be said, and we 
were glad to see the pugnacious 
Kerry coming out and saying it fi¬ 
nally. 

Speaking of coming out and 
saying it finally, we really liked the 
interview Oprah did with George 
Michael, who except for his classic 
British smile and scary animal 
teeth, seemed like a sweet guy to 
us. Michael is back with a new 
CD, Patience, the first since that 
incident in the park restroom by 
the Beverly Hills Hotel. 

Oprah pulled no punches. She 
asked point-blank for a descrip¬ 
tion of what happened and why, 
and to Michael’s credit he told all. 
Despite being in a monogamous 
relationship for over two years, he 
found himself in a cruising area 
and responded. But as he tells it, 
he was entrapped; the cop was 
masturbating first, and Michael 
responded in kind. 

We have to say that we liked 
the lack of apology on Michael’s 
part for his behavior. It was what 
it was, he basically said. He ex¬ 
plained that he’d been deeply de¬ 
pressed over the loss of his first 
longterm lover, Anselmo, from 
AIDS, and the much more recent 
death of his beloved mother from 
cancer. Michael didn’t give excus¬ 
es, just explanations. He explained 
that he felt Anselmo had died be¬ 
cause he had been forced to get 
treatment where the paparazzi

he most startling TV event 
of the past week was not 
that Fantasia won on Amer¬ 
ican Idol. It was how many people 
voted for her: 38 million. Perhaps 
that doesn’t seem like a lot of peo¬ 
ple to vote for a young black 
singer no one ever heard of 10 
weeks ago. Perhaps to the Nielsen 
folks it doesn’t even seem like the 
largest share possible; after all, 
there are nearly 300 million 
Americans. But consider this: In 
2000, the most contested Presi¬ 


dential election in American his¬ 
tory, 65 million people voted. Fan¬ 
tasia got 38 million people to vote, 
and Bush, Gore and Nader com¬ 
bined got 65 million — which 
means they lost out much bigger 
than Diana did on Idol. 

Two weeks, ago, about 36 mil¬ 
lion people voted to give Rupert, 
the big also-ran from Survivor All 
Stars, a million dollars. There were 
three other people in the running 
with him. Once again, the math 
speaks for itself. 

The answer for the 2004 elec¬ 
tion seems obvious. Get Bush, 
Kerry and Nader on American 


wouldn’t follow him, and Michael 
feared being outed to his Catholic 
family. A very sad story of the 
closet. 

Michael appeared with his 
lover of the past eight years, a nice 
Texas boy who seemed unflinch¬ 
ing and supportive as Michael 
bared all for the Oprah audience. 
When Oprah asked Michael if he 
was concerned about how the new 
album would be received and wor¬ 
ried about being accepted as a gay 
artist, Michael replied, “I’m not re¬ 
ally interested in selling records to 
people who are homophobic.” 

Porn Koop 

Remember C. Everett Koop, 
the first US Surgeon General to 
care whether people with 
HIV/AIDS lived or died? A right- 
to-lifer who translated that to 
mean the right for all to live, not 
just fetuses? Koop was fired by 
Bush, Sr. for being too AIDS-fo¬ 
cused and going on a crusade to 
get condoms everywhere. Well, 
Koop turned up on TV this week 
in about the most unlikely place 
we could imagine: On ABC’s 
PrimeTime, on their second in a 
series of investigations into the 
porn industry. What was he doing 
there? He was championing the 
rights of porn stars. 

Back when Koop was SG, we 
were covering the AIDS beat for a 
major newspaper and spent a lot 
of time interviewing the uniform- 
wearing, Amish-beard-sporting 
iconoclast. One thing we always 
thought about Koop was that the 
man was consistent: he has strong 
religious and ethical beliefs, and 
he practices what he preaches. He 
doesn’t distinguish between the 
unborn and a porn star, which 
may be why he got canned from 
the job he did so well. 

Koop excoriated neither the 
porn industry nor its actors, but 
the corporate honchos who bene¬ 
fit from the porn bucks but don’t 
take care of their “investment 
properties.” Koop declared, “Most 
of these companies do nothing to 
protect their employees. They 
have no unions. These employees 
[porn actors] are considered 
throwaway people.” 

Diane Sawyer’s investigation 
was also pretty right-on. Some¬ 
times it’s difficult to remember 
that she was a speechwriter for 
Nixon, but then being married to 
lefty Mike Nichols all these years 
may have altered her political per¬ 
spective. Sawyer discussed the 
porn industry’s HIV/AIDS scan¬ 
dal of recent weeks, interviewing 
a series of current and former 
porn stars, including the fabulous 
Sharon Mitchell, who now runs a 
health clinic for porn actors and is 
an AIDS activist. 

Porn is nearly 35% of movies 
bought or rented, and over 50% of 
hotel film rentals — a huge mon¬ 
eymaker for everyone but the ac¬ 
tors, who, as Sawyer, Koop and 
others explained, are forced to 
have unsafe sex with multiple 
partners to satisfy their audiences 
and their bosses. 

Sawyer not only named names, 
she attempted to get the corporate 
honchos to speak on camera. Sur¬ 
prise: none would. She also had a 
few editorial asides of her own. 
Among the biggest purveyors of 
porn, Sawyer noted, is Fox, “with 
its conservative newscasts and 
talk-show hosts” Sean Hannjty, 
Bill O’Reilly, et al. According to 
Sawyer, porn profits to the Fox 
corp alone were about $500 mil¬ 
lion. Among other porn profi¬ 
teers, Sawyer listed Rupert Mur¬ 
doch’s NewsCorp, which also

Katharine Hepburn in David Lean's ' Summertime' out on DVD

uring the ’50s, Katharine 
Hepburn (1908-2003) 
y often portrayed middle- 
aged women on the verge of spin- 
sterhood who unexpectedly dis¬ 
cover romance. In The African 
Queen (’51), she found it with 
Humphrey Bogart. In The Rain¬ 
maker (’56), Burt Lancaster made 
her feel beautiful, but she settled 
for Wendell Corey. The ghastly 
The Iron Petticoat (’56) teamed 
her with Bob Hope. In David 
Lean’s Summertime (’55), now 
available in DVD, she plays Jane 
Hudson, age undetermined but 
old enough to be worried about it, 
who comes to Venice looking for 
something she’s unable to articu¬ 
late. Based on gay author Arthur 
Laurents’ The Time of the Cuckoo, 
which had starred the legendary 
Shirley Booth on Broadway, the 
movie today seems more like a 
disguised gay coming-out story 
than one about a woman finding 
love with a handsome married 
man (Rosanno Brazzi) while vis¬ 
iting the Queen of the Adriatic. 
Nothing else explains the sexual 
hysteria underlying Hepburn’s 
performance. 

Lean and co-scenariest H.E. 
Bates make Venice a character in 
the story, much as Luchino Vis¬ 
conti did in Death in Venice ( 70). 
Jack Hildyard’s camera captures 
the city in all its glory, and Jane re¬ 
sponds to it for reasons she can¬ 


not explain. Yet she is restless and 
conscious of being alone in a place 
where almost everyone has paired 
off. Two Yankee couples are stay¬ 
ing at the same pensione as she is: 
the Mclllhanneys (MacDonald 
Parke, Jane Rose), retirees and 
typical tourists; and the Yeagers 
(Darren McGavin and Mari 
Alden). He’s an artist, and she’s 
learning about the subject. A 
charming subplot introduces Jane 
to Mauro (Gaetano Autiero), an 
irresistible street urchin. 

One evening, Jane walks to the 
Piazza San Marco for a drink. The 
handsome Renato di Rossi 
(Brazzi) notices her. They make 
eye-contact. Not a word is spoken, 
but she panics and leaves. The 
whole scene is like gay cruising 
used to be everywhere, and still is 
in many places. While shopping 
the next day, she sees a red Venet¬ 
ian glass goblet in an antiques 
store. Coincidentally, Renato is the 
proprietor, and he explains the 
fine art of haggling in Italy, selling 
it to her for less than his asking 
price. He suggests they dine to¬ 
gether. She is nervous but drawn 
to him. Their romance begins, and 
Jane radiates happiness. 

Venetian blind 

When Renato is late one day 
for their date, he sends his nephew 
(Jeremy Spenser) to say he will be 
there soon. Jane discovers the boy 
is actually his son. The ensuing 
confrontation pits American Pu¬ 
ritanism against European sophis¬ 



tication. She is equally shocked to 
learn that Eddie Yeager is having 
an affair with the owner of the 
pensione (a chic, worldly Isa Mi¬ 
randa). In the end, Jane leaves 
Venice to return to Akron, Ohio. 
Although brokenhearted, she is 
unrepentant, better for what she 
has experienced. 

Hepburn’s Oscar-nominated 
performance is the most smiling- 
through-tears one of her long ca¬ 
reer. She never looked more beau¬ 
tiful or sexier, which makes her 
impending spinsterhood hard to 
accept. (Booth was a plain, dumpy 
actress, and more believably cast 
as a woman entering middle age 
without having found love or ro¬ 
mance.) Everything about Hep¬ 
burn’s Jane suggests an attractive 
man who has been fighting his 
sexual orientation and, enjoying 
the freedom of Venice, surrenders 
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to it, only to return home to the 
closet, albeit leaving the door ajar. 
Given the era in which the play 
was written and the movie made, 
a gay coming-out story was not 
possible on Broadway or films. 
Unlike Thomas Mann’s Gustav 
von Aschenbach, Jane doesn’t stay 
in Venice to die. But what kind of 
life awaits her in Akron? 

Brazzi is fine as Renato, unable 
to understand Jane’s fears or ac¬ 
cept her moralizing, but sincere in 
his attraction for her. In the ’50s, 
he was one of Hollywood’s most 
dependable “continentals,” court¬ 
ing Jean Peters in Three Coins in 


the Fountain (’54), Joan Crawford 
in The Story of Esther Costello 
(’57), June Allyson in Interlude 
(’57), and Joan Fontaine in A Cer¬ 
tain Smile (’58). The rest of the 
cast is excellent, especially Rose. 
Allesandro Cicognini’s splendid 
music adds much to the movie. 
Lean lavishes attention on Venice 
and Hepburn, and both look sen¬ 
sational. Her arrival by train and 
confusion over how to get to the 
pensione without losing her lug¬ 
gage is brilliant. 

Just think of Jane as really 
being Dick, and the film will make 
much more sense. ▼ 


Straight/ 
gay alliance

The Wedding Banquet (1993), 
MGM DVD, $14.95 

, jj tterly delightful, The Wed- 
ding Banquet was the first 
international success for 
the now-mainstream film director 
Ang Lee. It’s hard to believe that 
The Wedding Banquet comes from 
the same director who helmed last 
year’s The Hulk, and that this very 
real slice-of-life gay 

comedy/drama could come from 
the mind of a straight filmmaker, 
but life is often full of surprises. 

Wei Tong (Winston Chao) and 
Simon (Mitchell Lichtenstein) are 
a white/Asian gay couple in New 
York. Wei Wei is a young Tai¬ 
wanese artist/opera singer they 
know who is desperate to stay in 
the US. What they don’t know is 
that she is secretly in love with Wei 
Tong. 

In part to help their friend get 
a green card, and in part to ap¬ 
pease Wei Tong’s deeply tradition¬ 
al parents, who have been hound¬ 
ing him for years to find a bride, 
Wei Tong agrees to marry Wei 
Wei. 

At once deeply moving and 
brilliantly funny, The Wedding 
Banquet touches upon many is¬ 
sues that gay men must deal with 
in the ultra-conservative Asian 
culture. The scene where Wei Tong 
and Simon rush through their 
liome, hiding all signs of their gay 
life together pending the arrival of 
Wei Tong’s parents, is a scene that 
will cut close to home for many. 

So many scenes in the film ring 



true to life. The extended wed¬ 
ding-banquet sequence, where the 
proud parents cannot see how un¬ 
comfortable and disinterested in 
his bride their son is; Simon’s 
eventual, inevitable jealousy at 
having to keep his distance from 
his own lover; Wei Tong’s mother 
finally being told the truth — all 
of these scenes are handled in a 
believable yet funny manner. The 
film could easily have been a dark, 
depressing drama. In lightening 
the tale with humor, Lee makes 
the film’s message of love, toler¬ 
ance and being true to oneself all 
the more powerful. It’s a feel-good 
movie that leaves the viewer with 
much to think about. 

MGM presents The Wedding 
Banquet letterboxed. The print 
quality and sound are superb. The 
original theatrical trailer is includ¬ 
ed. Ang Lee sat down for an exclu¬ 
sive DVD interview in which he 
discusses the real-life gay couple, 
friends of his, who inspired his 
script.

'The Corporation 7 & 'Day After Tomorrow'

Jie Corporation, which plays 
the Castro Theatre June 4- 
17, is a 145-minute graduate 
thesis passing as a documentary. 
The film argues for ending the 
privileged role of corporations, 
showing how a pro-business rul¬ 
ing on the 14th Amendment 
(meant to abolish slavery) gave 
corporations all the rights of real 
persons. Like Martin Luther’s rant 
against the Catholic Church, co¬ 
directors Mark Achbar and Jen¬ 
nifer Abbott toss everything but 
their laptops into a checklist that 
paints the modern corporation as 
a business sociopath, with an un¬ 
bridled id that lends itself to abuse. 

Carolina businessman Ray An¬ 
derson makes the goal of a sus¬ 
tainable economy seem almost 
sexy as he drawls, “Some day, peo¬ 
ple like me will end up in jail.” But 
as the checklist grows, one wishes 
that guest Michael Moore had 
been allowed to find a gun under 
somebody’s pillow. 

Who knows why media mogul 
Rupert Murdoch allowed the 
Bush-hating, German-born direc¬ 
tor Roland Emmerich to make a 
movie about global warming (“It’s 
the money, stupid”), but, like 
Moore talking to Marilyn Manson 
in a film about gun control, it’s 
what’s on the screen that counts, 
and The Day After Tomorrow is a 
guilty pleasure. 

We know we’re in good hands 
when Dennis Quaid, as climate 
scientist Jack Hall, confronts a 
dour Vice President Becker (Ken¬ 
neth Welsh could pass as Dick’s 
brother at a Cheney family re¬ 
union). In Emmerich’s Washing¬ 
ton, DC, the President is an in¬ 
consequential nincompoop. Hall 
begs Becker to take the week’s bad 
weather (the Hollywood sign has 
been hit by a tornado) seriously 
and order the evacuation of the

Southern half of the country (all 
those red states). Becker sneers at 
Hall incredulously. “I thought you 
said this stuff wouldn’t happen for 
100 years.” “Well, I was wrong.” 
“Suppose you’re wrong again.” 

In a film where millions perish 
like Japanese extras in the original 
Godzilla, the only folks who count 


are Hall and his ever-so-cute col¬ 
lege-age son Sam (Jake Gyllenhaal, 
preparing his next role as a gay cow¬ 
boy, emerges as a thinking man’s 
hunk). Sam and his classmates are 
trapped by the freaky weather in the 
upper floors of the New York Pub¬ 
lic Library, where they get to burn 
the rare book collection to stay 
warm. A funny bit has them debat¬ 
ing whether Nietzsche should be 
torched before the US tax code. 

Finally, an older star (Quaid 
will never again read scripts with 
Harrison Ford’s fingerprints on 
them) rescues a younger one (Jake 
gets to fight wolves and dive un¬ 
derwater to use Gotham’s last¬ 
working pay phone.) The Lucas 
special effects are nifty. A tidal 
wave destroys every crosstown 
bus, and a big freeze leaves the 
Statute of Liberty the world’s 
largest ice sculpture. The science 
is shaky, but the next time thrf 
skateboard crowd hears that Haiti 
is being ravaged by torrential 
rains, they may listen a second or 
two before surfing over to MTV. 
Now playing. ▼

Tim Perdue) to show up so we can 
start this interview in earnest. 
Meanwhile, the gang is poring 
over the various outfits spread out 
on the table, bristling with pins 
and needles. The girls are dis¬ 
cussing where to pin things up, 
and how to arrange pieces the bet¬ 
ter to assure maximum rock ’n’ 
roll allure. Ruffles, backings, 
sleeves, they’re all in play at the 
same time. A sewing machine at 
the end of the table whirs inter¬ 
mittently. There’s a discussion of 
vertical lines. 

“These safety pins suck,” ex¬ 
claims Princess Kennedy to Tria 
Connell, the costumer helping 
them out, a young woman with a 
semi-goth appearance and an 
ability to get things done in the 
midst of chaos. For saucy 
Kennedy, it’s the little things that 
matter. “You have to jab over and 
over into the material to get it ac¬ 
tually to go through!” 

A tea kettle starts whistling. 
Peter/Tinkle is telling me he was 
in Alienation in the ’80s, Enrique 
in the ’90s (with Perdue) and the 
Whoa Nellies in the ’00s. “This is 
at our very first gig at Club Fab in 
Guerneville,” says Tinkle, bending 
over the band’s official photo 
album. The photo is from Memo¬ 
rial Day Weekend, 2002, when 
Pepperspray emerged to stretch its 
fledgling feather-boa wings before 
the whole cockamamie world. 

“The whole thing came out of a 
combination of the Sick and Twist¬ 
ed Players, Enrique and Tran- 
nyshack,” says Tinlde. “They all co¬ 
alesced into drag-queen rock ’n’ 
roll. Enrique was this glam-pop 
’70s-style band pretty popular in 


the ’90s. We started doing shows 
with members of that band, and it 
gradually became more of a tran- 
ny rock thing. We did Above and 
Beyond the Valley of the Ultra 
Showgirls, which was the last show 
Enrique did, and it received rave 
reviews. Then my writing partner 
Kelly Kittel and I wrote Cyberotica, 
which we did in ’99 right before the 
big Y2K scare. It was based on tran- 
nies on the Internet, and how you 
never know who you’re talking to. 

“Then we did Club Inferno, 
which both Kennedy and Jordan 
were in. That was the one where 
Dante takes a trip through Hell. She 
goes through the nine layers and 
meets all these fabulous characters 
throughout history. That took a toll 
on me and the group, so we decid¬ 
ed to scale back instead of putting 
on a huge rock production.” 

Yet the set list for June 5 is am¬ 
bitious, including two songs from 
Cyberotica, “Tranny Takeover” and 
“It Takes Balls,” and “Porn is the 
New Black,” written for one of 


Precious’ porn movies, A Porn 
Star is Born, from Raging Stallion, 
for which he won the GayVN Best 
Actor award this year. 

Finally the doorbell rings, and 
Tim comes in. “He’s the tranny- 
chaser,” someone says. “Every 
good band has one,” affirms 
Kennedy. “I was just admiring the 
color of your hair,” I say, pointing 
to a photo of the band in which 
Tim’s hair is bright green. 

“Oh yeah,” says Tim, “that was 
a mystical night.” It’s striking that 
the straight member of the band 
has the most flaming hair, but 
that’s what genderbending is all 
about. 

Grace period 

Everyone is eager to tell how 
they got involved in Pepperspray. 

“I had just moved here and was 
desperate to be in a band,” says 
Precious, who is running around 
topless apart from her makeshift 
bra. “I was looking for someone to 
work with, and Peter’s name kept 



coming up, so I asked him to do 
something for a Viva Variety show, 
and luckily we got along well. 
Peggy and I already knew each 
other and had been talking about 
doing a Grace Jones cover band.” 

“I got a call from Peter asking if 
I wanted to be in a band, and nat¬ 
urally I assumed he wanted me to 
be the sole lead singer,” says Jordan. 
“Then here comes Kennedy, and 
here comes Peggy, and here comes 
Precious, and I’m like, what?! 

“I was just starting to do Mar¬ 
ilyn Monroe impersonations for 
corporate events,” says Jordan, 
“which of course I’m still doing, 
12 years later.”

“Last year, the Gay Pride peo¬ 
ple asked us to headline the Main 
Stage at 1 p.m.,” says Jordan, “and 
there was a huge crowd there, and 
one of the Bill Graham represen¬ 
tatives was there. We only did four 
songs, but they were all great. So 
they called Kennedy.” 

Adds Kennedy: “They just 
called and said, ‘Do you think 
your band would be interested in 
opening for Cher?’ And I was like, 
the real Cher?” 

“The only thing is,” says Pre¬ 
cious, “I don’t think they’ll want 


us back, because at one point in a 
song we were all screaming, ‘Fuck! 
Fuck!’ There were all these teenage 
girls who rushed to the stage, and 
when we started screaming, 
‘Fuck!’ they all ran!” 

As for meeting Cher, forget it, 
says Kennedy. “We were told not 
to talk to her.” 

Finally, everyone drops their 
costumes and we head down into 
the basement, which doubles as 
someone’s bedroom and the 
band’s rehearsal space. The equip¬ 
ment is already set up and rarin’ 
to go, and with Peggy on key¬ 
boards, Tinkle on guitar, Tim on 
bass and the rest on tambourines, 
they launch into the theme song 
“Quadrasexual,” an anthemic 
power-punk piece with a semi¬ 
reggae beat, clever and pop 
enough to possibly land them 
radio airtime. Whatever the band 
sings, they’ll get the crowd thrash¬ 
ing. The mosh pit comes alive at 
Pepperspray shows, with queers of 
all genders bouncing off one an¬ 
other in great glee. ▼

Duncan impulsively touches 
Perry’s body, hard-muscled from 
shoveling cow manure. 

Director/writer Michael Burke 
insists that Duncan and Perry 
have their own reasons for what 
they do. Either or neither may 
turn out to be gay. “I want us to 
question why we need those la¬ 
bels. I think you’ve got great access 
to these characters, and I prefer 
people come up with their own 
answer when they watch the film.” 

Burke’s film is a heartbreaking 
coming-of-age drama that sneaks 
up on us with triple-barreled 
themes, crossing an exploration of 
grief with an exquisitely nuanced 
father/son relationship. It’s also 
one of the best depictions I’ve ever 
seen of the slippery line that many 
adolescent friendships teeter 
along, and the perils of crossing 
the line. 

Burke had first invoked the 
character of 15-year-old Duncan 
Mudge in the popular short film 
Fishbelly White. “It was important 
for me to explore his relationship 
with the father and not just his 
peer relationships. In a lot of films 
about teens, the parents are either 
caricatures or they take a very 
small role.” 

In the opening act of The 
Mudge Boy, Duncan makes supper 
for his father ( Six Feet Under s 
Richard Jenkins), whose taciturn 
responses prompt the boy to stage 
an imaginary conversation with 
his dead mother. “When I showed 
a rough cut, some people said, ‘She 
died, but nobody’s talking about 
it.’ And I said, ‘Exactly.’ I wanted to 
use that dinner scene as a way to 
show that there’s no talking, but 
also to really cement Duncan 
wanting his father to see his pain.” 

Fresh coat 

Emile Hirsch is Duncan 
Mudge. Having wowed audiences 
as the sassy prep-school trickster 
in The Emperors Club, and mixed 
vulnerability and passion as a 
Catholic teen with divided loyal¬ 
ties in The Dangerous Lives of Altar 
Boys, Hirsch slips into a disarm¬ 
ingly low gear as a socially- naive- 
bordering-on-autistic farmboy 
reeling from repressed grief. Dun¬ 
can clings to his mom’s things: 
adopting her pet chicken, wearing 
her fur coat to bed, the dead

woman’s smell becoming both a 
sense memory and, almost per¬ 
versely, a kind of aphrodisiac, a 
stimulus for his dangerous friend¬ 
ship with Perry (Thomas Guiry). 

Shooting in 20 days on a shoe¬ 
string budget, Burke ruthlessly 
edited 15 pages from his script so 
that he would shoot only what he 
could show. As a filmmaker, Burke 
enjoys springing character-driven 
surprises on his audience. Asked 
how much he drew on his own 
Vermont childhood, he quips, 
“100%, only I’m Perry.” 

Hirsch allows us to bond with 
his Duncan, the peculiar kid who 
stands out in a country setting 
where conformity is the name of 
the game. The Mudge Boys gentle 
comedy is underlined when Dun¬ 
can uses a stupid pet trick with his 
late mother’s chicken to entice 
Perry. Duncan puts the chicken’s 
head in his mouth, claiming it 
calms the bird. Perry freaks, and 
even Duncan’s long-suffering dad 
finally explodes in exasperated rage. 
“What’s the matter? You can’t even 
get into trouble like a normal boy!” 

A consumer warning: chicken 
dinners are not recommended be¬ 
fore or after this exploration of a 
pet fetish that goes beyond even 
BAR’s normal candor in matters 
of the flesh. Burke insists that no 
real chicken was injured in the 
filming. “I had two chickens raised 
in foster care. I love animals and 
didn’t want it to be a scary experi¬ 
ence for them. For anything that 
might be gory, there are puppets 
and special effects.” ▼

Anti-war, pro-fun! 

E very year it takes my breath away -— the beginning of Pride 
Season, with its whoosh of activities. Just look at the calen¬ 
dar, and at the other pages in the arts section (not to mention 
all those enticing ads in back), and you’ll see there’s an explosion of 
events happening. Which reminds me of the most serious, the June 
5 anti-war gathering in San Francisco. Writes reliable correspon¬ 
dent Tortuga Bi Liberty: “Please look for the queer-LGBTI contin¬ 
gent. Please consider wearing hoods (to protest abuse), and/or wed¬ 
ding regalia.” They’ll be gathering around 11 a.m. at United Na¬ 
tions Plaza, near Civic Center BART/Muni station. 

The National Queer Arts Festival kicks off this week with Q 
Ball, an ambitious opener at the SF LGBT Community Center, and 
then a host of other exciting shows scattered around, most notably 
the great SomArts Cultural Center, one of our city’s most vibrant 
spaces. The details are in the calendar, and clearly the energy this 
year far exceeds that of previous years, despite the economic bat¬ 
tering the arts community is enduring. 

1 could go on at length about Pride and all its meanings, as I’ve 
done so often before, but what I really want to do is tell you about 
the latest Viva Variety, so pardon my quick glance backward. 

Steve Murray has a passion and a following, and somehow that 
energy keeps getting better. Maybe it’s Murray’s seasoning as a host, 
and the visibility of his Viva Variety showcase. It’s been around now 
for 40 shows, since April 1999. It has benefited a host of worthy 
nonprofits. Performers are attracted to it, and some great ones 
showed up last May 25 at Buriel Clay Theatre. 

Again I can’t list the whole line-up; all the performers were truly 
wonderful and deserve notice. My special focus went to comedian 
Mark Davis, back from LA and hotter than ever, making the ripe 
point that if they’d had experienced gays in those military prisons, 
they would have recognized immediately that the BDSM was non- 
consensual and would have put a stop to it pronto! 

Betsy Salkind cracked up the audience when she emerged in a 
red skirt with white spots/white blouse with red dots, and pro¬ 
ceeded to muse on the likelihood of an Anne Frank sitcom. Then 
she disappeared and re-emerged in a squirrel outfit, with red tassels 
dangling from pasties over the nipples. She nibbled at a cracker, 
rolled her eyes, scrunched her nose, and occasionally flicked her 
tassels. For about five minutes — and every moment was hilarious! 

Miss Peggy Judy, in a leopard print thing, with platinum wig 
and diamond necklace, played a boozy blonde dizzy white-trash 
lounge singer character — and wowed the crowd! She’s got the 
moves and the voice to back them up. She did “Funny Valentine,” 
and told the story of her loser ex-hubby, Rudy Judy, and of glam¬ 
orous gigs at the swank Truckee Hotel Lounge. With Barry Lloyd 
on piano, she pulled off a show-stopper. 

The surprise delight of the night was RonKat Spearman, a 
young African American singer/guitarist who plays with George 
Clinton. At Viva Variety he played a couple of sweet songs, accom¬ 
panying himself on guitar, and his sweet high voice, R&B style, and 
sharp finger picking won over the gay and lesbian crowd even 
though he was singing “Sugar Booty” to his girl. T

s thousands cheered in 
Chicago’s Congress Theatre 
last Sunday evening, May 
30, Mr. D.C. Eagle Jason Hendrix 
was named International Mr. 
Leather 2004. Toronto Leather- 
man Remi Collette was the 1st 
runner-up, and Thomas Schoch, 
Mr. Fetish Switzerland, was the 
2nd runner-up. 

It was the thrilling conclusion 
to a five-day marathon of official 
IML events, and about 50 private 
parties in the very hospitable (and 
expensive!) Hyatt Regency Chica¬ 
go hotel. The staff of the hotel re¬ 
ceived sensitivity training for the 
event and it showed. The hotel 
was completely sold out, the ener¬ 
gies of the hotel staff were taxed to 
the extreme, and they came 
through with flying colors. 

The opening ceremonies (and 
all other official IML events) were 
MC’d by Tom Stice, who did a 
commendable job. IML Executive 
Producer Chuck Renslow wel¬ 
comed the crowd, and the show 
was on as some 57 leather men 
from around the world were pre¬ 
sented and drew their numbers 
for order of appearance. 

Bronzed male specimens 
evoked loud cheers, and every¬ 
one had their favorite. The 
judges — Mary Eliza¬ 
beth Boyd, David Laird, 

Dan Hughes, Randi 
Smith, John Pendal, 

George Wong, George 
Hester, Andy Anderson 
and John Weis — 
spent a solid 16 hours 
interviewing the 
hopefuls, and all 
admit it wasn’t easy. Quite frankly, 
it is never easy at IML. 

There were also eight candi¬ 
dates for the International Mr. 
Bootblack title, among them: 
Slaveboy Ed, Spike, Pup Sparkie, 
Steven, Alan Turnstal, “Spanky”, 
Bootdog, and Peter Cacciotolo. 
They were chosen by IML Week¬ 
end package holders which in¬ 
cluded a bootblack coupon which 
counted as a ballot. 

So many parties took place, 
space does not allow listing them 
all here, but stand-outs were the 
“Don’t Mess With Texas” party, 
the Onyx party, the San Francisco 
and Los Angeles parties, the 
Toronto Maple Leaf Party and the 
New York Party. People were hop¬ 
ping all over the hotel to at least 
put in an appearance. 

The Onyx People of Color 
Leather Leadership Caucus was 
well attended, and this develop¬ 
ment appears to be the launching 
of an international network for 
leather folk of all ethnic persua¬ 
sions. Hats off to the Onyx for 
launching this trend, which is long 
overdue. Yes folks, there is preju¬ 
dice even among certain members 
of our leather tribe. One of the 
hottest issues that surfaced was 
the insistence of a certain Mary¬ 
land leather bar that has a Con¬ 
federate flag displayed and refus¬ 
es to remove it. 

The Pecs & Personality seg¬ 
ment of IML scored categories on 
Saturday night drew a huge crowd, 
where former IML Joe Gallagher 
made an impassioned speech for 
donations to pay off the upcoming 
balloon payment to make the 
Leather Archives & Museum final¬ 
ly ours alone. Volunteers fanned 
out in the crowd with pledge

Dawn of IML 2004 

The big show was Sun¬ 
day. A Saturday night 
storm fizzled down to a 
sprinkle and by noon, 
Chicago was bathed in 
dazzling sunlight as the 
shuttle buses ferried 
hordes of people to the 
Congress Theatre. 

The sights were endless, with 
stunning leather creations, some 
outrageous fetish outfits, whips 
and chains, floggers, and even 
bared buns often almost tomato 
red from the past night’s play. The 
pastiche on display could make a 
Fellini movie look bland! 

Chuck Renslow opened the 
show with a great welcome and 
urged everyone to vote to oust 
from office all legislators who 
would deny our community 
human basic rights.

Rick Storer of the LA&M also 
made a plea for donations to our 
museum, and the 100th edition of 
the Harley-Davidson motorcycle 
won by IML 2003 John Pendal 
which was a raffle prize for the 
LA&M. The Spanner Trust was 
won by the first IML David Kloss. 

The opening number show¬ 
cased a fantastic dance group, and 
the crowd loved it. 

The 20 semi-finalists then were 
announced, including: Saad Has- 
soon, Ron Walters, Tim Lott, 
Pierre Lavigne, Rick Iber, Fernan 
Royo, Daniel Hogue, Cesarano 
Catello, Eric Edelstein, Brian Kent. 
Jim Nelson, Philipp Tanzer, Dou¬ 
glas O’Keeffe, Tug Taylor, Jose 
Arteaga, Jr., Thomas Schoch, Marc 
Watrel, Remi Collette, Jason Hen¬ 
drix and Robert Hoepfner.The 
crowd whooped and hollered at 
the results. 

The speech and physique cate¬ 
gories followed, after a presenta¬ 
tion was made to Chuck Renslow 


from the California Assemblyman 
Mark Leno, commending Chuck 
and IML, Inc. for their 26th an¬ 
niversary of the country’s biggest 
leather contest. 

The “Boot Lickers” musical 
group entertained while the tallies 
were being counted. John Pendal 
gave a magnificent 39-minute step 
aside speech and welcomed his 
sash wife IMsL Tammie Nelson to 
join him on the stage.

Then the IML scores were 
handed to Chuck Renslow, and he 
announced the 2nd runner-up, 
Thomas Schoch of Switzerland, 
the 1st runner-up, Remi Collette 
of Toronto, and IML 2004 Jason 
Hendrix of Washington, D.C. 

The audience exploded with 
cheers, hundreds of cameras 
flashed, and the leather paparazzi 
stormed the stage.

Prime beef 

Zak is back. On his long over¬ 
due return in Zak Attack, Zak 
Spears’ head is shaved, his eye¬ 
brows arch in that crazed Jack 
Nicholson way, both his biceps 
and his belly are considerably 
beefed up, and he’s the ferocious, 
leather-clad sex-daddy of your 
dreams. He’s in all four of the 
Mustang movie’s scenes, topping 
everything in sight until the 
only thing that can top the 
show is for him to be 
topped himself. The 
machismo factor roils in 
this slightly malevolent 
Midnight-at-the-sex- 
club movie. Don’t expect 
anyone to be nice. But do 
expect 
strong eye- 
contact, 
terse but 
constant verbal communication, 
and an easy, determined pace, 
with none of that play-acted hy¬ 
persexuality. 

Zak Attack starts off with smol¬ 
dering Mario Ortiz and young 
stud Danny Vox. Has there ever 
been a boy in which the incipient 
Daddy shone so clearly? Danny’s 
behavior gains aggressiveness in 
each film. His cock is looking par¬ 
ticularly full in this one, and 
Mario blows it with deep appreci¬ 
ation. Danny returns the favor, 
biting down on the rim of Mario’s 
foreskin and pulling and chewing 
it like taffy. Then Zak shows up. 
He likes to talk, and as his finger 
lightly caresses Danny’s moist, 
furry asshole, he whispers, “So 


warm and soft.” He tells Mario in 
detail how he wants him to fill the 
hole with cock, and guides Mario’s 
cock in there. I could have 
watched a lot more of this fine 
fuck, but it’s abbreviated, with a 
jump to the guys jacking off 
to climax together. 
Seems Mustang is still 
restricting the length 
of its scenes. Do they 
, have ADD, or think 
we do? 

German star 
Thom Barron bottoms in 
scene two, 
which 
starts 
with 

sweet kisses and nipple-nibbling, 
and leads to some deep-cleansing 
dildo work (and a fisting, in the 
director’s edition, which I didn’t 
see). Zak wields a dildo like a cun¬ 
ning lover, not the usual plumber 
on meth. These guys match 
strength for strength; as Zak in¬ 
tones his smooth litany of dirty 
talk, Thom whispers naughty 
things in German, and we all 
know how butch that is. 

The next scene is a five-man 
orgy which successfully keeps the 
men grouped together and relat¬ 
ing. Tag Adams (known here by 
his Falcon name, Chet Roberts) is 
his usual gangbuster, but it’s de¬ 
buting Daxx Reed who ends up in 
the sling with a dildo up his butt. 


Daxx is handsomely rough-look¬ 
ing, and I hope to see him again 
soon. Ditto Joshua Adams. He 
made an inauspicious debut in 
Iron Works, but with a new tattoo, 
sleek goatee, and noticeably hard¬ 
er (and long) cock, he makes more 
of an impression here. 

Zak joins the guys for a fuck 
session in which things get so hot 
that I began to fear I wouldn’t 
hold off for the finale. It promised 
Zak yielding to the girder girth 
and wicked upward curve of Brad 
Patton’s cock, whose balls nestle 
weirdly on the top side of the shaft 
and accentuate the cock’s seem¬ 
ingly imminent lift-off. Zak strad¬ 
dles that thing, and gasps, “Oh, 
fuck!” when it’s encompassed to 
its very broad base. As my Tante 
Esther used to say, “And that’s the 
ganze megillah.” It’s the whole 
thing, baby. It elicits an orgasm so 
wrenching it brings tears to Zak’s 
eyes. 

Although Thom’s scene is ex¬ 
tended, the movie is only slightly 
longer than usual. I encourage Fal¬ 
con to shed VHS time restrictions 
and more fully enter the DVD era 
— especially when the footage 
seems to be as strong as it is here. 
Chi Chi La Rue’s direction is taut, 
Max Phillip’s videography is swell, 
and his and Colby Taylor’s editing 
shows restraint. The sexy music is

in Germany (’86). A surviving 
stone mosaic surfaced, further fu¬ 
eling speculation (’97). 

Scott-Clark and Levy combed 
through declassified KGB and 
Stasi files to uncover the truth. 
The Nazis had hidden the boxes of 
Amber Room panels in the 
Knight’s Hall of the Konigsberg 
Castle, where they’d burned in a 
fire set by the Red Army during 
the last hours of the battle for the 
city. It was such a potential blow 
for morale that the truth was suc¬ 
cessfully covered up for 50 years. 
The full story makes for a great 
tale of cold-war intrigue. 

Mob rule 

While we’re on the topic of 
marauding thugs — on this 
penultimate season of the Sopra¬ 


nos, concluding Sunday night on 
HBO, perhaps our favorite mo¬ 
ment so far has been when made 
man Vito Spatafore’s sexual out¬ 
let was outed: i.e., sucking off se¬ 
curity guards in the car during the 
graveyard shift. This was revealed 
just before the series got all Twin 
Peaksy on our ass, and boss Tony 
Soprano (James Gandolfini) 
started having long, complicated 
wet dreams involving Annette 
Bening.

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OutMusic Awards gain in prominence 

Who's up for the LGBT recording honors to be dispensed in NYC

he fourth annual OutMusic 
Awards festivities, celebrat¬ 
ing excellence in LGBT 
recording, songwriting, and cul¬ 
tural activism, take place in New 
York City’s The Knitting Factory 
on June 12 & 13. In all, 100 artists 
from the US, Canada, Australia 
and Europe submitted over 500 
songs for consideration. 

In their short history, the 
OMAs have mainly spotlighted 
groundbreaking, independent 
artists who have proudly pro¬ 
claimed their deviant identity. 
This year’s nominees also include 
such high-profile, major artists as 
Janis Ian, Rufus Wainwright, and 
Danish duo Junior Senior. 

Residents of major US metro¬ 
politan areas and those with In¬ 
ternet savvy may have increasing 
access to mainstream and alterna¬ 
tive LGBT media and content, but 
people in rural areas or under the 
thumb of repressive religious in¬ 



stitutions, governments, and (in 
the case of youth) parents and 
school boards do not. Suicide 
rates among LGBT youth remain 
alarmingly high. HIV infections 
are rising, fueled in part by inter¬ 
nalized homophobia. The more 
attention given to life-affirming 
LGBT artists, especially those 
whose music challenges gender, 
racial, and sexual stereotypes, the 
better. 

How I Seem To Be, the CD by 
22-year-old soul singer and 
Berklee College of Music graduate 
Adam Joseph, received Outstand¬ 
ing New Recording nominations 
in both the Male and Debut Male 
categories; Joseph also got an Out 
Song of the Year nomination for 
“Flow With My Soul.” 

Other male multiple nominees 
include Minneapolis-based hip- 
hop artist Johnny Dangerous 
(Dangerous Liaisons ), nominated 
for both Male and Debut Male; 
DreamWorks recording artist 
Rufus Wainwright ( Want One), el¬ 
igible in both Male and Outstand¬ 
ing Songwriter categories; and 
Miami-based Steven Franz for 
Debut Male ( The One You Choose) 
and Out Song (“Double My 
Wardrobe.”) 

Female double nominees in¬ 
clude Arizona-based Namoli 



Brennet’s Outstanding New 
Recording - Female ( Welcome to 
the Afterglow) and Out Song (“We 
Belong”). Boston-based Catie 
Curtis has double hopes for New 
Recording - Female ( Acoustic 
Valentine) and Out Song (“Hon¬ 
est World”). 

Musical diversity abounds with 
Chicago punk-rockers Super 8 
Cum Shot, who may score Out¬ 
standing New Recording - Band 
(Super 8 Cum Shot Volume IT) plus 
Outstanding Producer ( Jinx Ti¬ 
tanic). San Francisco’s all-trans- 
gender Transcendence Gospel 
Choir gets two nods for Out¬ 
standing Choir Recording ( Who¬ 
ever Believes) and Outstanding 
Producer (Ashley Moore). 

Happy returns 

There are many returning win¬ 
ners and nominees. Kentucky- 
based folk-duo Wishing Chair, 
double winners in 2003, team up 
with Kara Barnard to vie for Out¬ 
standing New Recording - Duo or 
Group ( Dishpan Brigade). New 
York jazz composer Drew Paralic, 
a 2002 winner, could receive Out¬ 
standing New Recording - Instru-

he world wasn’t lacking 
great recordings of Schu- 
i bert’s Winterreise when the 
new, live version by baritone 
Matthias Goerne and pianist Al¬ 
fred Brendel (Decca) came along, 
but there’s alwa>« room for an ac¬ 
count as great as on this extraor¬ 
dinary CD. 

This version augurs to be the 
one I return to when I want the 
song cycle to take me on its often 
harrowing journey with the great¬ 
est conviction. Part of its boldness 
is its quiet eschewing of seeing the 
piece as a descent into madness, 
or, in its most extreme modern 
representations, another 19th ner¬ 
vous breakdown. 

Culled from two live perfor¬ 
mances at London’s Wigmore Hall 


mental ( Midnight at a Time). 
Other return winners include 
Skott Freedman, Girlyman (for¬ 
merly Garden Verge) and Eve Sic- 
ular of Isle of Klezbos. 

Ari Gold, nominated in 2002, 
is up for Out Song (“He’s on My 
Team”). Alix Olson, nominated in 
2001, is up for Out Musician of 
the Year. Other return nominees 
include The bootLICKERS, 
Robert Urban, Boston Gay Men’s 
Chorus, Namoli Brennet and 
Super 8 Cum Shot. 

While most nominees and re¬ 
cipients are chosen by industry 
professionals and music critics, 
Out Musician and Out Song are 
selected by OutMusic members. 
Since most OutMusic members 
reside in New York, concerns over 
regional bias sometimes surface. 

For Out Musician, Skott Freed¬ 
man receives recognition for on¬ 
going bisexual activism and con¬ 
tributions to LGBT centers. Fred¬ 
dy Freeman earns accolades for 
fundraising efforts and promoting 
LGBT music events such as Bear- 
apalooza. Kris Landherr also gets 
the nod for fostering queer- 
friendly music events, fundrais- 


last October, the piece has rarely 
seemed so integral, inevitable, in¬ 
exorable, and sure. Both men have 
recorded Winterreise before, and 
well. Yet this pairing finds each 
with a partner who needs no ac¬ 
commodation and who opens up 
new possibilities of spontaneous 
yet deeply musical interplay. 

Brendel, whom many others 
consider among today’s greatest 
Schubert pianists, recorded his 
first with Dietrich Fischer- 
Dieskau (one of Goerne’s teach¬ 
ers), in what was that great bari¬ 
tone’s fifth studio recording of the 
work. Both his experience with 
the work and the wear on his voice 
are audible, and Brendel reined 
himself in to accommodate the 
limitations respectfully. 

Eight years ago, Goerne, who 
still counts as a young singer, was 
handed this high-water mark of 
the German Lied for Hyperion’s 
magnificent complete Schubert 
cycle. There is in it a palpable sense 
of a young singer staring up at the 
snow-covered Everest of his pro¬ 
fession with fear and trembling of 
Kierkegaardian proportions. 

That’s precisely what’s so mag¬ 
ical about this new reading. While 
both musicians consistently give 
their all in one of the most taxing 
80 minutes of music in the reper¬ 
toire, there’s no sense of strain or 
fuss. 

Sheer cliffs 

It would be preposterous to 
call any great interpretation of 
Winterreise — the saga of a soul in 
collapse — relaxing. But there’s 
precisely that sense of supreme 
confidence on the part of both 
artists that allows them to bring 
the music fully to life without hav¬ 
ing to treat a moment of it as an 
“effect.” Indeed, it’s the sheer un¬ 
affectedness of the reading that 
drives it so deep into the heart of 
the music. 

Winterreise fanatics sometimes 
rush ahead to the final number, 
“Der Leiermann,” the unfath- 


ing, and AIDS-prevention work; 
Robert Urban for active promo¬ 
tion of LGBT musicians, commu¬ 
nity fundraising and lobbying; 
and queer activist Alix Olson for 
serving as a female role-model for 
“independent queer voice, spirit, 
and courage.” 

Beyond a whopping nine Out 
Song nominations, attention 
turns to the gala awards ceremo¬ 
ny. Venerable British rocker Tom 
Robinson hosts the event and 
graces transgendered punk-rock 
diva Jayne Country with the Out 
Music Heritage Award. Music 
journalist Larry Flick receives 
kudos for Outstanding Support. 
Women’s music pioneer Maxine 
Feldman, who wrote the first 
openly lesbian song, and LGBT 
Christian music activist Marsha 
Stevens earn Special Recognition 
awards. The latter should also go 
to Ed Mannix and Dan Martin for 
holding OutMusic together as a 
true labor of love and devotion.

omably sad song about the organ- 
grinder with whom the unhinged 
lover makes his final, devastating- 
ly hollow identification. Singers 
have found seemingly infinite 
ways to drain all expression from 
their voices at the cycle’s emotion¬ 
ally shattering culmination. 

With Goerne and Brendel, it 
ends with Schubert, the song ren¬ 
dered with the utmost simplicity, 
devoid of all sentimentality, sen¬ 
sationalism and self-indulgence. 
The words and notes tell the story 
completely, it turns out. 

This is not to say that Goerne 
and Brendel, in the going parlance, 
“get out of the way” of the score. If 
they got any farther inside it, it 
would be psychiatry, not art. But 
they’re both so sure of the terrain, 
and its icy destination, that each 
song is part of that inexorable tra¬ 
jectory musicians like to call line. 

No one interpretation can re¬ 
alize all that lies latent in Winter¬ 
reise, as extreme a work as the 
song literature offers. These musi¬ 
cians, who perform the cycle as 
though they had lived with it — 
together — for years, explore it to 
the corners, not stinting on the ex¬ 
tremes but placing each in an in¬ 
tegral musical context. Goerne, for 
his part, ventures some sudden, 
seemingly unprepared shifts in 
dynamic that, while startling at 
first, immediately feel right. His 
vocal palette is as full as any I have 
heard in the score. 

Brendel, in his finest Schubert 
playing on disc, balances some 
hair-raisingly nimble fingerwork 
with deep-into-the-keys gravitas. 
He plays more like a fellow singer 
than an accompanist. 

If you need bona fide heart¬ 
break in your Winterreise, the 
pair’s “Das Wirstshaus” should do 
you nicely. If it’s fright, “Die 
Krahe” should make hair stand up 
in unusual places. Still, it’s the 
everyman, not the madman, in 
their forlorn, unrequited lover 
that pierces the heart. ▼
